ington, D.C., it’s been a fascinat- 
ing week for court decisions. 

At the United States Supreme 
Court, the logic coming down from 
the bench has been truly frightening 
— the same justices who took the 
bold step of declaring that flag- 
burning and phone sex are protected 
by the First Amendment turned 
around a few days later and ruled that 
states had every right to execute 
teenagers and the mentally retarded. 
We’re starting to see Ronald Reagan’s 
true legacy: The Politics of Roaring 
Incoherence have reached the highest 
court in the land. 

The ideology of confusion is very 
much alive in San Francisco politics, 
too: Just after the Supreme Court’s 
flag decision (when the temperature 
was climbing into the 90s and only 
mad dogs, Englishmen and the Revo- 
lutionary Communist Party could im- 
agine burning anything), Supervisor 
Jim Gonzalez decided that the most 
open-minded, tolerant big city in the 
United States should go on record sup- 
porting a Constitutional amendment 
to protect Old Glory from the flames. 

There’s a man with well-honed prior- 
ities. One of the biggest political scan- 
dals since the days of Abe Ruef is erupt- 
ing right outside his office door, and 
Sup. Gonzalez is worried that some 
poor heat-seeking malcontent might be 
preparing to torch a piece of cloth. 

But at least on the legal front, San 
Francisco has produced some good 
news. On June 23rd, the state Court of 
Appeal upheld Proposition M, the 
1986 growth-control measure. The 
Residential Builders Association had 
challenged the measure, saying it 
should never have gone on the ballot 
with just the signatures of four super- 
visors. The court not only disagreed, 
but took the opportunity to deliver a 
brief discourse on the history of polit- 
ical corruption in San Francisco and 
the importance of the initiative process 
as a check on what writer Franklin 
Hichborn (whom the court quoted at 
length) dubbed ‘‘the System.” 

Hichborn, a contemporary of Abe 
Ruef, wrote in 1914 that the San Fran- 
cisco graft prosecutions of that era “‘did 
something infinitely more important 
than the sending of a few corruptionists 
to cell and stripes ..... In 1910 and 1911 
a political revolution was worked in 
California.”’ Without the SF graft pros- 
ecution, he noted, Hiram Johnson (a 
lead prosecutor) would neyer have 
been elected governor, and ‘‘The 
System would still be in the saddle.”’ 

The Appeals Court decision affirms 
the importance of the grassroots urban 
environmental campaign that finally, 
in 1986, stopped the Manhattanization 
of San Francisco. It also reaffirms the 
importance of the historic Reform 
Movement that brought us the in- 
itiative, referendum and recall. 

But the decision, with its lengthy ex- 
cerpts from Hichborn, contains 
another lesson, too. Political corrup- 
tion is on the rise again in San Fran- 
cisco, as evidenced by the ongoing 
Willie Brown/Pier 39 aquarium con- 
flict. Prop. M was a crucial, long- 
awaited and overdue victory against 
the “‘System’’ of today. To build a 
modern “‘political revolution’? will 
take even more. But the first steps are 
clear and obvious: As our editorial on 
page 6 points out, all San Francisco of- 
ficials have to do to get the new reform 
movement started is to speak out pub- 
licly against Brown’s sleazeboat 
diplomacy. Who’s going to go first?

Willie’s sleazeboat diplomacy 


T’S TIME for Mayor Art Agnos, City Attorney 

Louise Renne, the Board of Supervisors and the 

Planning and Port commissions to blow the 
whistle on Willie Brown and his sleazeboat 
diplomacy at Fisherman’s Wharf. 

Specifically, it’s time for the city officials and city 
agencies with influence and jurisdiction over the 
Pier 39 aquarium project that Brown represents as a 
private attorney to request that the proper govern- 
ment oversight agencies investigate Brown’s lawyer- 
legislator conflict. And no city agency should take a 
single step toward approving the project until those 
investigations are over, the findings and in- 
vestigative records are made public and sunshine is 
restored on the San Francisco waterfront. 

We called for those investigations in an editorial 
last week, and we repeated the call in letters to over- 
sight agencies — the Fair Political Practices Com- 
mission, the state Legislature’s ethics committees, 
the state Bar Association and the offices of the 
state attorney general, the San Francisco district 
attorney and the San Francisco civil grand jury. 

But we’ve found in the past that none of those 
agencies are willing to take on the powerful speaker 
of the Assembly, even on a major issue of political 
ethics. That’s why it’s crucial, given the magnitude 
of potential damage, the new levels of sleaze and 
secrecy and the continuation of the “‘public-be- 
damned”’ attitude that Brown’s latest caper repre- 
sents, for the top brass at City Hall to come out and 
take a stand. Their silence implies tacit consent, if 
not acceptance and complicity, in yet another 
grotesque example of the Rape of San Francisco. 

The issue at this point is simple: As a private at- 
torney, Brown is representing a private consortium 
seeking to build a commercial aquarium at Fisher- 
man’s Wharf. 


A key opponent of the project has been the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences, which fears the project 
would cut into its visitor revenues at the nonprofit 
Steinhart Aquarium in Golden Gate Park. 

As a public official, Brown has introduced 
legislation that would grant the academy $2 million 
in state funds. And shortly after he introduced the 
bill, the academy dropped its opposition. Brown, 
the academy and the developer all refuse to make 
public the details of their agreement. 

It’s a clear violation of the Political Reform Act 
of 1974, a case of political sleaze to rival the scan- 
dals that drove Jim Wright and Tony Coelho from 
the Halls of Congress. Why should Brown get 
away with it? 

Agnos, Renne, the supervisors and the planning 
and port commissioners should raise their voices in 
public to put some pressure on the reluctant over- 
sight agencies. They should demand that the 
FPPC, the state Bar, the legislative ethics committees, 
the grand jury, the DA and the AG investigate and 
move on the case (and also examine the larger issue of 
lawyer-legislator conflicts). Perhaps the super- 
visors should ask their budget analyst, Harvey 
Rose, to do a full study of the academy-Under- 
water World agreement and the long-term impact 
the project would have on Steinhart, the wharf and 
the city’s budget. 

To keep this sort of thing from happening again, 
the city should require that the sponsors of all major 
new development projects disclose fully all of their 
investors — and all of their lawyers, public relations 
consultants, lobbyists and other representatives. 

Finally, our local officials should demand that 
Brown come clean, and make public the full list of 
his clients, his fees and the nature of the work he 
does — or resign from public office. 


The Prop. M decision 


HE STATE Court of Appeal has given a 

welcome boost to the supporters of Proposi- 

tion M, the 1986 slow-growth initiative, and 
dealt what should be a death blow to the legal cam- 
paign by the Residential Builders Association to 
overturn the measure. 

For more than two years, the Residential Builders 
and their lawyers have been dragging out lame and 
often convoluted arguments against the legality of 
Prop. M. Among other things, the group argued 
that Prop. M should be declared void because it 
went before the voters without a prior environmen- 
tal review and because four supervisors placed it on 
the ballot in violation of the Brown Act. 

It was particularly ironic for a pro-development 
group (which has never shown much interest in 
open government) to try to undercut an important 


environmental victory through the use of the 
Brown Act and the California Environmental 
Quality Act. Prop. M was designed to force the city 
to pay attention to environmental concerns and 
there was nothing secretive about the way four 
supervisors signed their names to the measure. 

Ina June 23rd opinion that cited San Francisco’s 
history of political scandal, the court asserted that 
the process used to put Prop. M before the voters 
was designed specifically as an independent check 
on Abe Reuf-style power and corruption. 

The decision to uphold Prop. M is an important 
affirmation of the progressive-era reforms that 
brought the initiative, referendum and recall to Cali- 
fornia, as well as a strong legal vote of confidence 
for the urban environmental movement. Let’s hope 
the Residential Builders finally get the message. 


Secrecy? InBerkeley? - 


E’VE SEEN plenty of secrecy in govern- 

ment of late — from the basement of the 

White House to the legislative halls of 
Sacramento, from the San Francisco Police 
Department to the California Academy of Sciences 
— but we didn’t expect to see the ugly problem 
emerge in a new and virulent form in the normally 
progressive city government of Berkeley. 

But as Steve Stallone reported last week, the 
Berkeley City Manager’s Office has instituted a 
new administrative regulation that requires citizens 
to pay a $16-an-hour ‘“‘search fee’’ when they re- 
quest copies of public documents. 

The regulation is bad public policy, since it 
discourages open government. It also appears to be 
a violation of the California Public Records Act, 
which directs local government agencies to charge 
only ‘‘the direct costs of duplication’”’ for public 
records. The best the Berkeley City Attorney’s 
Office could do to defend the regulation was to 
point out that at least four other Bay Area cities 
have similar policies — as if four wrongs made 
aright. 

After our story. was published, -and. after 


Stallone called the Mayor’s Office to say we were 
prepared to press the issue, Mayor Loni Hancock 
(to her credit) announced that she disagreed with 
the policy and would seek to change it. The City 
Council was slated to vote June 27th to overturn 
the city manager’s decision. 

We’re pleased to see that Berkeley’s mayor 
(unlike her counterpart across the Bay) is willing to 
recognize an open-government problem in her city 
and move quickly to fix it. This is a perfect time for 
Hancock and the council to review the city’s entire 
policy on public records and open meetings, and 
look for ways to make Berkeley a statewide model 
for ‘‘government in the sunshine.”’ 

In the meantime, as Berkeley’s survey showed, 
EI Cerrito, Fremont, Alameda and Hayward still 
charge apparently illegal ‘‘search fees.’’ There are 
indications a number of other cities across the state 
are doing the same. We hope they get the message 
— that journalists and citizens won’t tolerate 
secrecy in silence any more — and follow 
Berkeley’s lead in moving to repeal silly and un- 
justifiable barriers that keep the public from 
monitoring whatits elected officials aredoing. @&

Public language policy

Daily 
language fortunately isn’t controlled by public 
relations policy, but public language has to be.

Court intervention 


Jim Balderston’s recent article about the jail 
overcrowding controversy (Bay Guardian, 6/7/89), 
here in San Francisco was an excellent analysis of 
the conflicting opinions about what must be done. 

The article allowed one very important half- 
truth to go unchallenged, however. Supervisor 
Nancy Walker stated that the jails, on arecent day, 
were only 73 people over capacity and that we 
should be able to handle a problem of that 
magnitude. That much is true. 

The other half of the truth is that our jails are 
under federal court order to release convicted peo- 
ple after only 70 percent of their jail sentences and 
to release certain recently arrested people through 
methods that would otherwise be a violation of 
California law. According to the court’s indepen- 
dent monitor of the Consent Decree, ‘“‘If the 
court’s present authorizations for citation and 
early release were terminated the jail system would 
be overcrowded by 562 inmates.’’ (Findings of 
Fact, May 25, 1989.) 

It is frankly embarrassing that the only way San 
Francisco is now able to provide constitutional 
living conditions for its incarcerated citizens is by 
intervention of the federal court.

ELUSIVE OFFICE 
OF CHRONICLE 
VENTURES 


THE MYSTERIOUS saga of Chronicle 
Ventures became a little less mysterious 
last week, when the Bay Guardian tracked 
the company down to a small office in 
Menlo Park and found out that the 
business does indeed own a piece of the 
Underwater World aquarium project pro- 
posed for Pier 39. 

But questions remain about what other 
Bay Area projects this division of Chronicle 
Publishing Company has invested in — and 
whether those are projects that the 
Chronicle is or should be covering. 

The existence of Chronicle Ventures 
first came to light June 5th in reporter 
Steve Massey’s San Francisco Chronicle 
story about the Underwater World proj- 
ect. That article contained a paragraph dis- 
closing the fact that the Chronicle was 
an investor in the project through 
Chronicle Ventures. Massey told the Bay 
Guardian that the paragraph had been in- 
serted after he wrote the story and that he 
had been told about the insertion by 
Executive Editor Bill German. 

But there is no mention of Chronicle 
Ventures in any of the City Planning 
Department documents on Underwater 
World, and project director Erik Pederson 
denied that the Chronicle was involved. 

No record of Chronicle Ventures exists 
with the state Department of Corpora- 
tions. Nor is there a fictitious-business- 
name statement for it in San Francisco, 
where many Chronicle enterprises are 
listed. When we called Phelps Dewey, 
assistant to Chronicle Publisher Richard 
Thieriot, to ask about the arrangement, 
our calls were never returned (see Bay 
Guardian, 6/14/89). 

However, we were able to track Chronicle 
Ventures down to 3000 Sand Hill Road, 
building four, suite 190, Menlo Park. 

Inside that suite is the office of Peter 
Stent, a great-grandson of Chronicle 
founder M.H. de Young and a director of 
Chronicle Publishing. He controls, accord- 
ing to documents filed with the Federal 
Communications Commission, 210,000 of 
the 3,780,000 voting shares of Chronicle 
stock. That’s second only to the holdings of 
two other family members and equal to the 
holdings of his cousin Richard Thieriot. 

Stent told the Bay Guardian that 
Chronicle Ventures has invested in Under- 
water World, but only through another 
partnership. ‘““We have only a small piece 
of a small piece,”’ he said. He would not 
disclose the name of the direct investor, 
the identities of the other partners or how 
the arrangement came about, saying he 
was bound by confidentiality agreements. 

He said that Chronicle Ventures has 
stopped investing capital in new projects 
and that he is responsible for overseeing the 
“16 or so”’ existing investments. But he 
refused to reveal any of the other projects. 

Underwater World is a joint venture 


involving Pier 39 Associates, owned large- ~ 


ly by the Bass Brothers of Texas, and 
Questar, a New Zealand corporation, 
among others. The firm wants to build a 
commercial aquarium at Pier 39. 

The proposal has created controversy in 
part because of the role Assembly Speaker 
Willie L. Brown Jr. has played in re- 
moving political obstacles to the plan. 


Brown represents Underwater World as a 
private lawyer, and as a legislator, he has 
introduced legislation that would grant $2 
million in state funds to the California 
Academy of Sciences. The academy was a 
leading foe of the aquarium project, saying 
it would undercut revenues at the non- 
profit Steinhart Aquarium, which the 
academy operates. Shortly after Brown in- 
troduced his bill and the developer agreed 
to pay Steinhart an annual stipend for eight 
years, the academy dropped its opposition. 

The Chronicle has never fully reported 
on Brown’s conflict. 

We called Dewey to ask what other 
Chronicle Ventures investments are in the 
Bay Area and whether there have been 
other instances of the paper covering — or 
deciding not to cover — projects in which 
it was an investor. Once again, however, 
Dewey did not return our calls. 

So the questions remain: What other 
pies does the Chronicle have its fingers in? 
And how has it covered those pies? We’ll 
keep looking and we’ll keep you posted.

ARLO SMITH 
FINALLY TAKES 

A TOUGH 

STAND — ALMOST 


SAN FRANCISCO District Attorney Arlo 
Smith’s campaign for state attorney 
general is getting serious — almost. 

In fact, in two recent press releases, 
Smith stated his positions on two key 
statewide issues — almost. 

In a June 19th release, Smith trumpeted 
his ‘‘strong stand in testimony on [the] 
death penalty”’ in front of the American 
Bar Association Criminal Justice Section 
meeting on June 17th. 

But in the release, Smith never clearly 
says whether he is for or against the death 
penalty. The closest he gets is the state- 
ment that “‘All people want the death- 
penalty review to be thorough, fair and sen- 
sible, but unjustified delays only contribute 
to a sense of frustration on the part of the 
average person regarding the administration 
of justice in the federal courts.’ 

Smith didn’t return phone calls seeking 
clarification. But his secretary, Jean 
Black, said Smith does, indeed, favor the 
death penalty. 

“Of course he is for it in these types of 
cases,”’ she said, not specifying which 
“‘types of cases’’ she was talking about. 

Smith’s second press release addressed 
the subject of political corruption, and de- 
scribed Smith’s support for the creation, in 
the Attorney General’s Office, of an ‘‘Of- 
ficial Misconduct Unit.” Noting that the 
“immediate creation of this unit is in the 
best interest of the public and good govern- 
ment,’’ Smith urged that the $493,000- 
a-year office be set up without delay. 

Smith, however, stopped short of calling 
for any specific changes in the political 
ethics laws — like a ban on the type of 
private attorney-public official conflicts 
Assembly Speaker Willie L. Brown Jr. has 
been involved in. 

Which isn’t surprising: Smith has always 
been reluctant to pursue potential political 
corruption cases in San Francisco, from 
the 1987 school contracts scandal to the re- 
cent questions about Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown’s relationship to the Under- 
water World development. Perhaps because

intended to break the law or be arrested. 

“People as citizens have the right to 
prevent crime from occurring,’’ Wigon 
testified. 

Jurors and a dozen courtroom spectators 
viewed a videotape of the arrest, shot by 
Lockheed security officials. It showed that 
when Sunnyvale police appeared on the 
scene, Wigon attempted to make a citizen’s 
arrest of Lockheed personnel. 

‘We are arresting you in the name of 
the citizens of the world,’’ he shouted. 
“*You are breaking the Nuremberg Princi- 
ples, which have been signed by the U.S. 
government. We want you to cease and 
desist immediately.’’ 

Fifteen peace activists were taken to jail 
after refusing an order to leave the 
premises. Eleven pleaded nolo contendere 
to trespassing charges, but the four 
defendants opted for trial and for a chance 
to prove that they were in the right. 

Judge Guy T. Gurney allowed Newman 
to testify as an expert witness on the 
defendants’ behalf. 

Newman said that development of a first- 
strike capability is itself an offense under 
international law. He also cited a 1986 letter 
from the Human Rights Committee of the 
United Nations, stating that the production, 
testing, possession, development and use of 
nuclear weapons should be prohibited as a 
crime against humanity. 

According to Newman, defendants had 
a right under the International Bill of 
Human Rights to the free expression of 
their opposition to nuclear weapons. 

‘*The picket sign is the poor man’s 
newspaper,’’ he told the court. “Protests 
and demonstrations are disadvantaged 
people’s access to TV. It’s happening all 
over the world.’’ 

Newman testified over the repeated ob- 
jections of Santa Clara Deputy District At- 
torney John Cary, who argued that inter- 
national law was irrelevant to the case. 

Defense attorneys had hoped to intro- 
duce other witnesses, Daniel Ellsberg and 
Star Wars opponent Robert Bowman, 





but Gurney refused to allow additional 
expert testimony. 

The judge also refused to instruct jurors 
that they could consider international law 
when deciding the case. Instead, Gurney 
undercut Newman’s testimony by telling 
jurors, ‘‘You are to disregard any other 
law that you’ve heard in this trial.’’ 

‘‘What that [instruction] means,’’ Cary 
said in his summation, ‘‘is that the 
testimony of Justice Newman, although 
interesting, has nothing to do with the law 
in this case. That was his opinion.”’ 

In other states, getting information 
about international law before a jury has 
usually resulted in a verdict of not guilty, 
according to Lee Goldstein, a Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, lawyer who has defended a 
number of peace activists. 

Goldstein was one of the attorneys who 
represented Amy Carter and the late Abbie 
Hoffman when they were arrested for pro- 
testing CIA recruitment activities at the 
University of Massachusetts, Amherst. De- 
fense lawyers in that case focused on a uni- 
versity policy that prohibited recruitment by 
agencies engaged in illegal activities. 

They were allowed to present evidence 
that the CLA was engaged in illegal activ- 
ities, particularly with respect to its covert 
operations in Nicaragua. Hoffman and 
Carter were acquitted in the spring of 1988. 

According to Goldstein, international- 
law testimony has been received at state 
court trials throughout the United States. 

“*The legal rules in federal court are 
much more restrictive, particularly in the 
Ninth Circuit,’’ he said. 

The Ninth Circuit U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals, the largest of the federal appeals 
courts, covers the western states. 

Lawyers at Western States Legal 
Foundation say they will continue to press 
international law defenses in cases of 
conscience. On the East Coast, Goldstein 
and a handful of like-minded attorneys are 
working to set up a network in which 
Jawyers and activists will share resources, 
advice and Spat witnesses.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Last week’s Police 
Commission meeting may 
have foreshadowed a situation 
that could become a true 
disaster later this summer. 

As the last item in the open 
session part of the meeting, the 
commissioners discussed 
charges filed against Police Of- 
ficer Joseph C. Kirley, claiming 
that he used unnecessary force 
in breaking up an anti-Contra 
demonstration at the Spanish 
Arts Cultural Center in San 
Francisco on October 12, 1986. 

The charges against Kirley 
were sustained by the Office 
of Citizen Complaints in May 
1987 and forwarded to Police 
Chief Frank Jordan in June 
1987, for either discipline by 
the chief or a Police 
Commission hearing. 

Over two years later the 
case appeared before the 
commission last Wednesday, 
at which point Kirley's 
attorney, Jerry Spolter, asked 
that the charges be dismissed 
because of their ‘‘staleness.”” 

The delays were due strictly 
to Police Department handling 
of the case. 

Spolter claimed that there. 
was ‘‘no evidence whatsoever 
to support the charges” against 
his client, despite the ‘‘sus- 
tained’ finding by the OCC. 

As if this were not bad 
enough, Police Commissioner 
and ex-police chief Alfred 
Nelder asked that the motion 
to dismiss be put to the com- 
mission in writing so that the 
commission as a whole could 
entertain that motion 

Nelder said he did not ap- 
prove of the delay, calling it 
“preposterous,” but at no point 
admonished Jordan or the de- 
partment for the delay. Nelder’s 
solution seemed to lean toward 
dismissal of the case, rather 
than forcing the department to 
expedite its handling of 
sustained OCC charges. 

Nelder's role in this matter 
is not incidental. Later this 
summer, Police Commissioner 
Lou Giraudo may leave for 
vacation. Giraudo’s secretary 
said he had made no plans yet 
due to the commission's 
schedule, but it is expected 
that will take some time off 
from his heavy workload. Or if 
the Examiner has it right, he 
may leave the commission 
entirely. Nelder, now vice- 
president of the commission, 
would logically succeed 
Giraudo as president — espe- 
cially if Giraudo is gone for a 
portion of the summer. 

In a worst-case scenario, as 
president of the commission, 
Nelder could take charge of 
the meetings and entertain 
motions to dismiss any and all 
police misconduct charges 
that have grown ‘‘stale”’ due 
to Police Department delays. 

At the least, Nelder has 
sent a clear message to the 
department, that delays in the 
disposition of sustained mis- 
conduct charges could 
become a way of avoiding 
any sort of Police Commis- 
sion hearing on the matter. 

And that, folks, is a disaster. -

Jordan retains Keker 


DEPUTY POLICE Chief Jack Jordan, 
who has been publicly implicated by other 
San Francisco police officers in the 
removal of a sensitive document from the 
file of officer Francis Achim, has retained 
attorney John Keker as counsel. 

Keker is known nationally for leading 
the prosecution of Oliver North, who was 
convicted on three of 12 charges for his in- 
volvement in the Iran-Contra arms sales 
scandal. Locally, Keker served as defense 
attorney for former Chief Administrative 
Officer Roger Boas in the widely publi- 
cized teenage prostitution scandal. 

Keker’s office would not officially con- 
firm that he had been retained by Jordan, 
but when contacted by.the Bay Guardian, 
a staffer referred the phone call ‘‘to an 
attorney who is handling the matter while 
he [Keker] is away.’’ 

But according to a city ordinance en- 
acted in 1986, Keker may not be allowed 
to represent Jordan, because the attorney 
sits as a member of the San Francisco 
Fire Commission. 

The ordinance, passed by the voters in 
June 1986 as Proposition F, prohibits ‘‘of- 
ficers of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco’’ — including city commissioners 
— “from engaging in compensated ad- 
vocacy before City boards and commis- 
sions,’’ according to a city attorney’s 
opinion dated July 10, 1986. 

At issue is the removal of a document 
from Achim’s personnel file — a 
document that apparently indicates that 
Achim should not have been on the police 
line in front of the St. Francis hotel during 
a Sept. 14, 1988 demonstration. Achim 
was accused of beating United Farm 
Workers Vice President Dolores Huerta, 
who sustained two broken ribs and a rup- 
tured spleen during that demonstration. 
Charges of unnecessary force were sus- 
tained by the Office of Citizen Complaints 
against Achim, but Chief Frank Jordan 
refused to pursue the matter. 

Deputy Chief Jordan, the brother of the 
chief, has been named in an OCC com- 
plaint filed by Huerta’s attorney, Dianna 
Lyons, concerning the removal of the 
document from Achim’;s file. 

Chief Jordan has charged three officers 
— Captain Bill Welch, Lieutenant Thomas 
Lang and Sergeant James Hall — in the 
incident, but has repeatedly stated that his 
brother was not involved. 


Macris’s revenge? 

WE’VE BEEN wondering for some time 
now why the City Planning Department 
doesn’t seem to be sending us mail any 
more. It was especially irksome when we 
didn’t get a copy of the new affordable 
housing report put out by the mayor’s 
housing task force (a hearing on the 
report is scheduled for Wednesday, June 
28th — it would have been nice to know 
that early enough to give readers a week’s 
advance notice). 

This week, we received calls from 
several people at City Hall (all normally 
reliable sources not prone to rumor- 
mongering) and they had some remarkable 
information: The Planning Department, 
they said, had decided to remove the Bay 
Guardian from its mailing list — perhaps 
in response to our critical editorials about 
Planning Director Dean Macris and his 
role in the Pier 39 aquarium project. 

We called Macris’s office to check out 
the report, but his secretary said he was | 
unavailable. When informed of the allega- 


tion, she said it was “‘ridiculous,”’ that 
“Dean Macris would never do a thing like 
that.’’ She promised to check to see that 
we were, in fact, on the mailing list, and 
have Macris get back to us — but as of 
press time, nobody from City Planning 
has called. 

(This isn’t the first time we’ve had 
trouble getting mail from city agencies — 
the Mayor’s Office under Dianne Feinstein 
stopped sending us press releases, and 
when we complained, they starting sending 
the releases out — to the wrong address. 
When we cleared that up, the releases 
began arriving — a week late, because the 
zip code was missing.) 


Dianne gets a lift 


REPRESENTATIVE TONY Coelho’s 
recent decision to retire from Congress 
rather than face ethics charges could be a 
shot in the arm for former Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein’s gubernatorial campaign. 

Coelho and Feinstein were never 
political allies. Coelho’s presence as a 
major force in statewide politics — and 
especially in Coelho’s specialty, fund- 
raising — represented a significant road- 
block to Feinstein’s statewide political 
ambitions, insiders say. 

But with Coelho out of the picture, big 
Democratic donors may be more willing to 
support Feinstein, knowing that they 
won’t incur the wrath of the once- 
powerful Coelho. So ol’ Tony’s retirement 
may turn out to bring bad news after all. 


Renne unopposed so far 


IT LOOKS as if City Attorney Louise 
Renne will be running for re-election 
unopposed this fall. To date, no one has 
filed papers with the registrar of voters an- 
nouncing an intention to contest for the 
job. The deadline for filing is in August. 
Renne will apparently have a campaign 
war chest of at least $100,000, according 
to her campaign consultant, Dick Pabich. 


Police practices review 


THE SF Human Rights Commission will 
discuss Thursday, June 29th the “‘respon- 
sibilities of police and citizens in public 
demonstrations.’’ 

The meeting will be open to the public 
and public testimony on the matter will 
be taken during the last hour of the four- 
hour meeting. 

The commission will also hear testimony 
from a wide variety of civil rights activists 
and free speech advocates. Approximately 
45 individuals and groups have been asked 
to testify. 

In the wake of the wide variety of highly 
publicized problems surrounding demon- 
strations and police responses, the meeting 
will serve as a forum to recommend “‘im- 
proved processes and procedures to safe- 
guard the right of free speech at public 
demonstrations.” 

Members of the public who wish to 
speak will be asked to limit their remarks 
to a designated time limit that has not yet 
been announced, but expect it to be 
around three minutes per speaker.

EBBIE THOUGHT she was 

joining an énvironmentalist 

group when she started 

attending meetings of the 

“Green Party” in San Fran- 
cisco. She had been thinking about get- 
ting involved for some time when she 
met a woman at the corner of Ninth 
and Irving, doing a survey about what 
people wanted in the neighborhood. At 
the top of the survey were the words 
“Green Party.’’ 

“I didn’t even have to go looking for 
them!”’ Debbie later explained. ‘‘They 
came to me.”” 

Her excitment didn’t last long. After 
attending a number of the group’s meet- 
ings, Debbie went to a special one-on-one 
session where she was introduced to the 
real organization behind the Green Party: 
something called ‘‘the Movement.” 

“It appeared to be the main reason 
they exist,’’ she says. ‘‘The more activity 
you do, the higher up you move in their 
organization. Then you start being able 
to make decisions: Who moves into 
what neighborhood, where the world 


conference is held, things like that.’’ 

The “‘Green Party,’ she now says, 
was just a lure to bring people into ‘‘the 
Movement.” “‘They just wanted to 
draw people to them in that way.’”’ 

Since its establishment in the Bay 
Area in the early 1980s, the mysterious 
Movement has carved out an unusual 
political niche for itself. Its actions 
have virtually paralyzed the pre- 
existing San Francisco Greens, who 
have stood by helplessly as the Move- 
ment has taken on the Green mantle, 
even to the point of legally registering 
the ‘‘Green Party”’ for itself. 

Some Movement candidates have 
made impressive showings at the polls: 
Last November, San Francisco school 
board candidate Janet Shirley, running 
under the Green Party banner, received 
more than 27,000 votes. Several other 
Movement candidates placed second in 
their races. 

The Movement attracts members 
through a dizzying array of what it calls 
“organisms’’ (and critics call ‘‘front 
groups’’): Green Future, the Bernal 
Greens, the Humanist Party and the 
Community for Human Development. 


Recent additions include ‘‘Humanist 
Neighborhood Associations” in Noe 
Valley, the Sunset and the Mission. 
These organizations publish a wide 
variety of newletters, some of which are 
urging readers to join them in Rio de 
Janeiro next month for the seccond 
‘“Humanist International.’ 

Movement-related groups maintain 
at least two offices locally and publish a 
considerable volume of literature. 
Some, 25 local members are flying to 
Rio for the international conference. 
But group members say they have no 
budget available for inspection, and 
when asked about the source of their 
money would say only that the organ- 
ization survives on ‘‘donations.”’ 

Not surprisingly, the appearance of 
this well-organized and apparently 
well-funded group on the local political 
scene has been greeted with no small 
amount of suspicion and paranoia. 

Some former members call it a cult. 
One persistent rumor (apparently un- 
true) connects the group to the Moon- 
ies, another to wealthy Argentinean in- 
dustrialists. Movement members deny 
both charges and insist they have no 


hidden agenda — they are seeking only 
to build a better society. 

Until now, no one has delved into the 
Movement’s inner workings. But a 
lengthy Bay Guardian investigation, in- 
volving a review of hundreds of pages of 
internal organizational records and of- 
ficial Movement documents and inter- 
views with numerous current and form- 
er Movement members, finally sheds 
some light on the history, philosophy 
and political tactics of this unusual 
organization. 


EMBERS CALL it ‘“‘the 
Movement,”’ as if there 
were no other. Its goals are 
similarly grandiose: It calls 
itself ‘‘an unstoppable 

moral force to humanize the Earth.” 
Claiming 16 million adherents in 42 
countries, the Movement is a vehicle for 
the mystical politico-religious philosophy 
of Mario Rodriguez Cobo, a charismatic 
Argentine with the pen name of ‘‘Silo.””

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More feminism, less fluff

zines to find out how much you know about interna- 
tional fashions in feminism. 

When I was in Spain recently, I picked up a few women’s 
magazines — the kind loaded with cosmetic ads and beauty 
advice — and was surprised to find that feminism is ‘‘in’’ there 
— much more than here. You wouldn’t know it on the streets, 
from watching women who are almost uniformly dressed in 
traditionally feminine heels and skirts (I finally shaved my 
legs to stop looking so much like a tourist). 

By talking to people in bars, I got an inkling of how things 
have changed — more women are working in professions and 
fewer believe they have to stay home and have families. But 
it’s in the women’s magazines where the Spanish feminist 
revolution is being played out in all its glossy colors. 

Like the women’s books here, the Madrid magazines are 
full of contradictory messages. There are articles telling 
women exactly how to have more self-confidence, because 
presumably they don’t have the wherewithal to figure it out 
themselves. There are ‘‘adios to cellulite’’ tips, and articles on 
how to use products to take care of your hands, feet, breasts, 
hair, skin and psyche. 

But mixed in with those consumer cattleprods are strident 
articles about social change that might only have appeared in 
the pages of Ms. ten years ago — and almost certainly not in 
Mademoiselle today. 

A magazine called Greca had a long feature on ‘‘Women 
and Power,”’ whose overarching analysis of economic rela- 
tions between men and women went much further than the 
standard U.S. point that men make more money, so women 
should dress better in the office to compete for their jobs. 

The article acknowledged that Spanish society is still rigid- 
ly sexist, dominated and administered by men — something 
that American women’s magazines are loathe to recognize. 
The piece also pointed out that in order for women to gain 
power, men have to lose some power; in a U.S. women’s 
magazine, that would be a very dirty thing to say. 

Greca had another heady piece about the shift in women’s 
consciousness from being muses to being creators, with a 
discussion of Dante and Dali and quotes from Virginia Woolf 
and Anais Nin — not something you’d likely see in Glamour. 

Another Spanish magazine, Marie Claire, took on the 
touchy topic of women as pornography consumers (and 
mentioned how unfortunately macho is the Spanish term for 
dildos “‘consoladores”’). Without seeming to worry about of- 
fending any sexually repressed Catholics, the reporters walked 
straight into the country’s new sex shops and talked about 
what it is about porn that turns women on or off. They dis- 
cussed how feminists are split about pornography, and advised 
that ‘“Women shouldn’t focus their energy on a crusade 
against pornography, such as in the United States. That’s go- 
ing to align us with the most extreme and intolerant groups.” 

The article concluded that while porn is too rapid and 
monotonous for most women, using unreal models and 
creating false expectations, it may open up a new arena of 
sexual excitement. 

Nice consolation. 

Marie Claire also had in-depth articles about women in 
Pakistan under Benazir Bhutto (something I’ve wondered 
about, but haven’t read much about in U.S. media), power- 
ful women in the art world, what happens when the alimony 
never arrives and a gritty piece about women in ghettos

(which would destroy the fantasy of unconcerned leisure that 
most U.S. women’s magazines strive to create). 

Another magazine, Dunia, took on the question of 
whether maternal instinct really exists. After trotting out 
theories from 18th century philosophers, Simone de 
Beauvoir and contemporary anthropologists, they con- 
cluded that maternal instinct is a myth of the past, ‘‘a form of 
social pressure to keep women tied, and well tied.”’ Dunia 
also had an interview with Etienne-Emile Beaulieu, who dis- 
covered the French abortion pill, RU-486. 

Even though Spain has not legalized abortion in all cases 
(only in cases of rape, or where the woman’s physical or 
psychological health is threatened), the piece was matter-of- 
fact and positive. The article took another jab at U.S. anti- 
feminists, questioning Beaulieu about the U.S. rumor that 
RU-486 produces sterility. He answered, loosely translated, 
“You can call those fanatics really stupid for their ignorance, 
which is based on hostility.’ 

But U.S. women’s magazines seem to be tip-toeing so as 
not to disturb those ‘‘stupid fanatics.’’ While certain aspects 
of feminism are taken for granted that women should work 
and succeed other attitudes are simply retro. In Elle, one of 
four U.S. women’s magazines I picked up this month, the 
only headline that didn’t seem to relate to beauty or fashion 
— ‘‘feminisms’’ — turned out to be about wearing your boy- 
friend’s clothes. 

Mademoiselle was full of beauty gossip, hair workouts 
and a gag-me story about a woman whose boyfriend wasn’t 
ready to get married ‘‘But she could not afford to spend the 
rest of her twenties on a relationship with no future.’’ Packed 
in near “‘How to Lose Weight Like a Rich Girl”’ was the only 
sign of intelligent life, ‘Is there angst after abortion?”’ which 
dispelled the anti-choice myth of post-abortion syndrome. 

Self had a glimmer more life, with a solidly-researched 
piece, ‘‘The Birth Control Bind,’’ that went-into all the 
moral and financial barriers between women and better con- 
traceptives. Another column called ‘‘Created Equal” groused 
about how women’s clothes are more foolish than men’s: 
““Wearing heels also increases our feelings of sexual attrac- 
tiveness, giving us a kind of power over men. But we’re 
trading one kind of power for another: the power to seduce 
for the power over our own bodies.’’ Gee, sounds good, but 
maybe I heard that in the early ’70s? 

Glamour, amid terrible stories like ‘‘Flirting by Fax’’ 
and “‘Summer Bodies: What Men Love to Look At,’’ had 
one good piece that advanced the cause of feminism. It was 
“The New Marriage Reality,”’ by Berkeley sociologist Arlie 
Hochschild, which delved into that nasty reality that if 
women gain power, men have to lose some. 

The piece, taken from Hochschild’s new book, Second 
Shift, pointed out that men do fewer household chores, 
creating a substantial “‘leisure gap”’ between men and women. 
This deals with the basic dynamic tension of feminism, that 
women are doing unpaid labor at home while they do paid 
labor in the workplace. But judging from the rest of Glamour, 
you’d think women had yet another full-time job to do — 
making themselves beautiful by being good consumers. 

Spanish women’s magazines don’t pretend they aren’t in- 
terested in beauty and fashion, but at least they use their 
bloated cosmetic-ad budgets to pay for some well-researched 
articles into the frontiers of feminism. Locked in a wrought- 
iron macho culture, Spanish women have a long way to go 
before they catch up to U.S. women. It’s amazing that their 
magazines are so far ahead of ours. |

Inside the Humanist parties 








Most Bay Area residents know them by names like the Humanist Party, 
Green Future or the Community for Human Development. But they're all part 
of a larger organization called the ‘Movement,’ which takes its marching orders 
from a somewhat mysterious Argentinean who goes by the name of ‘Silo.’ 
Paul Rauber takes you behind the scenes

EBBIE THOUGHT she was 

joining an énvironmentalist 

group when she started 

attending meetings of the 

“Green Party” in San Fran- 
cisco. She had been thinking about get- 
ting involved for some time when she 
met a woman at the corner of Ninth 
and Irving, doing a survey about what 
people wanted in the neighborhood. At 
the top of the survey were the words 
“*Green Party.”’ 

“T didn’t even have to go looking for 
them!’’ Debbie later explained. ‘‘They 
came to me.”’ 

Her excitment didn’t last long. After 
attending a number of the group’s meet- 
ings, Debbie went to a special one-on-one 
session where she was introduced to the 
real organization behind the Green Party: 
something called ‘‘the Movement.” 

“Tt appeared to be the main reason 
they exist,’’ she says. ‘“The more activity 
you do, the higher up you move in their 
organization. Then you start being able 
to make decisions: Who moves into 
what neighborhood, wiiere the world 


conference is held, things like that.’’ 

The ‘‘Green Party,’’ she now says, 
was just a lure to bring people into ‘the 
Movement.”’ ‘‘They just wanted to 
draw people to them in that way.’’ 

Since its establishment in the Bay 
Area in the early 1980s, the mysterious 
Movement has carved out an unusual 
political niche for itself. Its actions 
have virtually paralyzed the pre- 
existing San Francisco Greens, who 
have stood by helplessly as the Move- 
ment has taken on the Green mantle, 
even to the point of legally registering 
the ‘‘Green Party’’ for itself. 

Some Movement candidates have 
made impressive showings at the polls: 
Last November, San Francisco school 
board candidate Janet Shirley, running 
under the Green Party banner, received 
more than 27,000 votes. Several other 
Movement candidates placed second in 
their races. 

The Movement attracts members 
through a dizzying array of what it calls 
“organisms’’ (and critics call ‘‘front 
groups’’): Green Future, the Bernal 
Greens, the Humanist Party and the 
Community for Human Development. 


Recent additions include ‘‘Humanist 
Neighborhood Associations’ in Noe 
Valley, the Sunset and the Mission. 
These organizations publish a wide 
variety of newletters, some of which are 
urging readers to join them in Rio de 
Janeiro next month for the seccond 
‘‘Humanist International.’’ 

Movement-related groups maintain 
at least two offices locally and publish a 
considerable volume of literature. 
Some 25 local members are flying to 
Rio for the international conference. 
But group members say they have no 
budget available for inspection, and 
when asked about the source of their 
money would say only that the organ- 
ization survives on ‘‘donations.’’ 

Not surprisingly, the appearance of 
this well-organized and apparently 
well-funded group on the local political 
scene has been greeted with no small 
amount of suspicion and paranoia. 

Some former members call it a cult. 
One persistent rumor (apparently un- 
true) connects the group to the Moon- 
ies, another to wealthy Argentinean in- 
dustrialists. Movement members deny 
both charges and insist they have no 


hidden agenda — they are seeking only 
to build a better society. 

Until now, no one has delved into the 
Movement’s inner workings. But a 
lengthy Bay Guardian investigation, in- 
volving a review of hundreds of pages of 
internal organizational records and of- 
ficial Movement documents and inter- 
views with numerous current and form- 
er Movement members, finally sheds 
some light on the history, philosophy 
and political tactics of this unusual 
organization. 


EMBERS CALL it “‘the 
Movement,’’ as if there 
were no other. Its goals are 
similarly grandiose: It calls 
itself ‘‘an unstoppable 

moral force to humanize the Earth.” 
Claiming 16 million adherents in 42 
countries, the Movement is a vehicle for 
the mystical politico-religious philosophy 
of Mario Rodriguez Cobo, a charismatic 
Argentine with the pen name of ‘‘Silo.”” 
(More grandly, he is sometimes referred 
to in internal communications as the

Movement’s many “‘organisms’’ claims 
to be completely autonomous, internal 
documents suggest that they are in fact 
strictly controlled by Silo and the other 
Movement leaders, with whom they are 
in constant communication. 

The Movement was born in Argen- 
tina in 1966 as a sort of philosophical 
debating society organized around the 
young Rodriguez Cobo. According to 
Silo’s book, The Look Within, the 
group sought government permission 
to hold a public meeting, and was re- 
fused. Government officials told Silo 
the if the group wanted to speak, it 
could ‘‘speak to the stones.”’ 

So speak to the stones he did. Silo’s 
May 4, 1969 ‘‘harangue”’ in a rocky, 
remote field near Mount Aconcagua 
has become the centerpiece of Siloist 
mythology, something of a Siloist 
Sermon on the Mount. 

The topic was “‘The Healing of Suffer- 
ing.”’ Silo linked human suffering to “‘the 
internal violence that is in your mind”’ 
and noted that ‘‘you can only end the vio- 
lence in yourself, in others and in the 
world that surrounds you through inter- 
nal faith and internal meditation.” 

From this sprang the ‘‘methodology of 
nonviolence”’ that makes up the ideolog- 
ical framework, such as it is, for all the 
Siloist groups. The Movement traces all 
social and economic ills to the denial of 
individual freedom and ‘‘intentionality.”’ 

“We try to approach problems with 
a very optimistic point of view,’’ Trudy 
Richards of the Bernal Greens ex- 
plained. ‘‘I feel that many people get 
into ecology groups because they’re 
just terrified. We too realize that we’ve 
got to do something quick, but we’re 
very very confident that if we all work 
together, and really put ourselves out 
there with a lot of faith in ourselves, 
that we can change things, and don’t 
have this heavy cloud of fear.’’ 

“‘We’re not here to impinge or in- 
fringe on anybody’s rights,”’ Janet 
Shirley said in an interview in the Green 
Future office at 24th and Castro. ‘‘We 
ask the same. We want people to re- 
spect us for what we’re doing as Green 
Future. We would never try to impose 
ourselves on anyone else or co-opt 


anyone else or anything like that. ~ 


We've got our hands full with what 
we’re doing right now.”’ 

Recruiting new members plays a 
very large part in the work and think- 
ing of the Movement. (Members bristle 
at the word ‘‘recruitment,’’ preferring 
to callit ‘‘outreach.’’ As Shirley putit, 
“Our mandate is to grow, because we 
need as many people as possible to fix 
the mess we’re in.’’) 

The structure of the Movement is 
strictly. pyramidal — members rise in 
rank by recruiting new members 
below them. 

The hierarchical structure is laid out 
in numbing detail in the Movement’s 
bylaws, or ‘‘Norms,”’ copies of which 
were provided to the Bay Guardian. 
The lowest level — basically anyone 
who shows any: interest at all in the 
Movement — is a “‘group delegate.’’ A 
group delegate who succeeds in recruit- 
ing ten new members then moves up a 
notch to become a ‘‘team delegate.’’ 
The ten group delegates below are 
known as this person’s ‘‘base council.’ 

The next step up the pyramid is gen- 
eral delegate, then coordinator and fin- 
ally general coordinator. There are no 
elections: Members lose their rank only 
through resignation, violation of inter- 
nal rules or death, and rise only 
through recruitment. 

Each member in the upper levels of 
the hierarchy is said to ‘‘orient’’ the 
members below. The ‘‘orienter’’ pro- 
vides advice, assigns tasks and watches 
out for the interests of his or her line. 

The orienters take their duties 
seriously, as was vividly demonstrated 
to Lincoln Pain, a San Francisco 
financial adviser who chastised a 
Green Future member in Berkeley not 
long ago, saying she was misrepre- 
senting the group as ‘‘the Greens.” 


Two days after that encounter, Pain 
said, an unexpected visitor showed up 
at his office. It was the young woman’s 
orienter, Janelle Snyder, who, he says, 
lit into him for speaking disparagingly 
of Green Future. ‘“She was very very ag- 
gressive that I had no right to say any- 
thing about Green Future,’’ Pain ex- 
plained. ‘‘I was very impressed that I was 
seeing a leader of this organization 
within 48 hours.”’ 

The benefits of rising in rank include 
the chance to build and control one’s 
own political apparatus. ‘“‘I was told 
how I could build my own structure and 
I, too, could rise in the thing,”’ says Bob 
von Holdt, a former Movement mem- 
ber. ‘The way to do it was by going out 
and enlisting more people.’’ 

When you rise in the hierarchy, von 
Holdt says, ‘‘you get access to informa- 
tion that’s available at that level that’s 
not available to a level below you.”’ 

Fernando Aranguiz, a longtime 
Movement member now associated 
with the Bernal Greens, denies any such 
compartmentalization. ‘Information 
is free for everyone,’’ he insisted. 
“Everything is one package.’’ He ex- 
plained the internal hierarchy as an 
organizing tool: ‘‘There is no point in 
advancing to any level unless you are 
really willing to do more work, meaning 
more organizing. The idea of advancing 
means that you’re going to work with 
more people; it means that instead of ten 
headaches, [you get] 20.”

ISILLUSIONED FORMER 
Participants in the Movement 
have begun to provide out- 
siders with a description of the 
group’s internal structure. 
Von Holdt says he became involved 
with the Movement in the early 1980s, 
back when its only local manifestation 
was the Community for Human Devel- 
opment. His interest piqued by some 
Community literature he picked up at 
the San Francisco Fair, von Holdt says 
he gave the Hayward affiliate a call. 
After attending a meeting there, he 
was immediately invited to a larger 
meeting in San Francisco. Although he 
had doubts about the group from the 
beginning, von Holdt says he remained 
active for three years. After a series of 
retreats, he eventually rose in rank to 
the level of ‘‘school member.” 
“Something struck meas very odd or 
strange about these groups,’’ von 
Holdt now says. ‘‘The people involved 
were very sincere, basic true believers, 
expressing total belief and conviction in 
the Community. The Community was 
the major factor in their lives, and their 
main working life was building this 
great movement.’’ 
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The Community, von Holdt recalls, 
held weekly meetings in members’ 
houses for what they called their ‘‘in- 
ternal work’? — mostly, von Holdt 
says, guided experiences with the lights 
down low, a couple of candles, some 
nice New Age music and a taped lecture 
on topics such as facing one’s own 
death or reconciling with the past. 

“There was also a lot on what they 
called ‘overcoming resistances,’ mean- 
ing resistances to going out and effec- 
tively being part of the Movement,’’ 
says von Holdt. ‘‘For instance, if you 
weren’t going out every day, spending 
lots of hours in the street trying to 
recruit new people, it meant you had in- 
ternal resistances, and it was necessary 
for you to work on those resistances 
and overcome them.”’ 

“They had an incredibly high turn- 
over,’’ says von Holdt. ‘‘Maybe 5 per- 
cent of the people they would bring in 
would hang around for any length of 
time, and eventually get pulled into 
the thing.’’ 

While the Movement can count ona 
core of superdedicated veteran mem- 
bers — there are perhaps 30 in San 


Francisco — it has serious difficulties in’ 


holding on to new recruits. Although 
Silo has publicly claimed a worldwide 
membership of 16 million, the number 
seems vastly inflated. 

In December 1984, according to in- 
ternal documents, Silo told his council 
in Buenos Aires that ‘‘We estimated a 
possible development of 100,000 mem- 
bers by the end of 1984. At present, we 
are only 10 percent of this number... . 
The phenomenon of inflating 
numbers, though not the only one, is 
mentioned as the main factor in the er- 
ror of the plan.’’ (Although evidently 
an urbane and persuasive speaker, 
Silo’s utterances are characteristically 
translated into wretched English.) 

Von Holdt says the group “‘seemed 
to have the most success with people 
who tended to be fairly isolated, and 
have low self-esteem. You would go to 
one of these big meetings and suddenly 
you’d be surrounded by all these warm, 
friendly people who would tell you how 
valuable you are, how worthwhile you 
are as a human being, how you too can 
take part in this wonderful cause, be-

come part of this great movement. 
Someone who’s got low self-esteem is 
going to tend to eat that stuff up.’ 

Another former member, Emily (not 
her real name), says she was recruited 
into Green Future after starting a rela- 
tionship with David, a member she met 
through a personal ad. After only two 
or three weeks, she says, a great deal of 
pressure was put on her to join the Move- 
ment. David, she explains, wanted to 
start his own base council, so that his 
orienter in Canada could participate at 
a higher level at a Humanist Interna- 
tional meeting in Florence, Italy. 

“Even though I really didn’t know 
too much about it,’’ says Emily, ‘‘it 
sounded pretty good, so I decided to 
give it a try.’’ Her relationship with 
David and interest in the Movement, 
however, quickly ran their course. 

“‘They’re always talking about keep- 
ing good feelings up, being aware of the 
violence that’s done between people 
and being kind and positive and 
giving,’’ she says. ‘‘But it seems like the 
flip side isn’t addressed: There’s a level 
of denial going on, and some of their 
own personal things aren’t dealt with 
that deeply. I can see what happened 
with David — every time I talked to him 
and asked how he was doing, he’d say 
‘Real good,’ in a blissed-out voice. I 
would feel sort of a twinge, bothered by 
it. There wasn’t any complexity there, 
just ‘Everything’s great.’ ’’ 


HE SILOISTS’ first political 
experiment was in Argentina 

in the early ’70s, when they 

formed an organization called 

Poder Joven, or Youth Power. 

Despite its revolutionary gloss, the 
group escaped largely unscathed dur- 
ing the Argentine military’s ‘‘Dirty 
War’’ against supposed leftist sub- 
version (although Silo is said to have es- 
caped an assassination attempt in 1981). 
Yet the Movement seems to have 
been indelibly marked by its early years 
trying to find a political space amid the 
repression in the Southern Cone. For a 
movement that calls itself ‘‘revolu- 
tionary’’ and “‘socialist,’’ it is re- 
markably timid, adopting mostly safe, 
lowest-common-denominator posi- 
tions that have been previously advanc- 





ed by other groups. 

In 1984, for example, when there was 
a big push to form the Humanist Party 
in the United States, Silo relayed his 
“‘recommendations’’ via a phone call 
to a local Movement leader, an internal 
Movement memo shows. ‘‘The Plat- 
form draft should not be too radical,’’ 
he warned. ‘‘It is recommended to 
study the Democratic platform (Jessie 
[sic] Jackson in particular)... .It 
doesn’t have to be perfect. We need to 
have something to work with. So we 
begin August Ist to register people.” 

This is the apparent essence of Siloist 
politics: Content is nothing, organiza- 
tion is everything. 

At aconference in 1978 in the Canary 
Islands, an official Movement history 
states, the Movement created its first 
real ‘‘organism,’’ the nonpolitical 
personal-growth group called the Com- 
munity for Human Development. This 
was also the time when the Movement 
first came to San Francisco. The Com- 
munity still maintains an office at 1315 
16th Street in the Mission, where intro- 
ductory lectures in Movement philos- 
ophy are regularly given. 

The goal of this early period (Move- 
ment documents call it the ‘‘stage of 
cadres’) was to train leaders, who 
would then go out and lead their own 
organizations. That next stage (‘‘the stage 
of masses’’) began in March 1984, when 
the Community’s Office of Social Affairs 
created the Humanist Party. 

Although the Community describes 
itself as autonomous and ‘“‘highly dem- 
ocratic,’’ the Humanist Party is clearly, 
as stated in an internal document, ‘‘the 
horse of the Community.”’ 

According to the minutes of a Dec- 
ember 1984 meeting in Buenos Aires 
oriented by Silo, ‘‘The internal elec- 
tions of the Humanist Party are of 
great importance, since all the party of- 
fices have to be occupied by militants.’’ 
The mechanism by which this was as- 
sured was that all internal elections 
would ‘‘proceed mainly by the internal 
consensus of one candidate.” 

It was around this time that von 
Holdt chose to end his relationship with 
the Movement, having come to believe 
that it was a kind of cult. ‘‘In my opi- 
nion, they meet all the qualifications,” 





he says. ‘‘They encourage people to 
isolate themselves from non-Move- 
ment type activities. 1 was encouraged 
to drop friendships and relationships 
with people who were not interested in 
the Community. It was a waste of time 
to be spending a lot of time with people 
like that when I could be out on the 
streets recruiting people. I was encour- 
aged to find a girlfriend, and it was 
strongly suggested that I should find 
someone already within the Movement. 
It would be too difficult if I got in a 
relationship with someone who wasn’t 
already involved.’’ 


N 1988, San Francisco Humanist 
leader Nicole Myers traveled to 
Brooklyn to set up a new Siloist 
Green Party, known as ‘‘The 
Green Environmentalists’’ or 
“The Brooklyn Greens.’’ A number of 
people who had been involved with the 
group later went to the New York office 
of the Cult Awareness Network to have 
their experiences evaluated. 

CAN’s findings about the Brooklyn 
Greens were ambivalent: ‘‘After listen- 
ing to members of the Brooklyn Greens 
who were invited into the Movement’s 
meetings,’’ CAN said in a public state- 
ment, ‘‘the investigators of the Cult 
Awareness Network find the mani- 
pulative tactics used fall full-square in 
the grey area between legitimacy and a 
destructive cult.”” 

In San Francisco, local CAN chapter 
president Eunice Kleger refuses to call 
the group a cult. ‘‘As long as you know 
what the bottom line is and you can 
walk away from it, it’s OK by me,’’ she 
says. ‘‘I don’t care if people worship a 
rock. If they choose to believe it’s going 
to perform a miracle, that’s fine. If peo- 
ple say they see UFOs, who am I to ques- 
tion this? As long as no one is deceived, 
physically harmed, totalistically isolated 
from their family and held in the control 
of a charismatic leader.’’ 

While Silo falls somewhat short of a 
totalitarian leader, critics say he still 
carries immense clout in the organiza- 
tion. ‘‘All the instructions seemed to be 
coming from the top down,”’ says von 
Holdt. “‘There didn’t seem to be very 
much independent thinking here at the 
local level. They would not do anything 
new without consulting Silo.’’ 

Von Holdt says he was startled, for ex- 
ample, at the announcement that the 
group was forming a Humanist Party. 
“T went to a meeting,’’ he recalls, ‘‘walk- 
ed in the door, and one of the people I 
had been working closely with came up 
to me, real excited, with a big smile on 
his face, and said, ‘Guess what! We’re 
launching the Humanist Party!’ 

“T was a little stunned, since there 
had been no previous discussion about 
that. My first reaction was, ‘Whose 
decision was that?’ The answer was 
‘Silo! Silo has changed his mind, and 
decided that the time is now right to 
launch the Humanist Party here.’ ’’ 

The Humanist Party met with its 
greatest success not in the United 
States, but in Chile. Last year, as part 
of the plebiscite on the Pinochet dic- 
tatorship, the Humanist Party man- 
aged to gather more than 65,000 
signatures on election petitions — more 
than any other party. 

The party presented a fresh, new 
face, and capitalized on the other par- 
ties’ fixation on the past. Another in- 
ducement to sign up may have been the 
Chilean Humanist Party’s catchy (if 
somewhat vague) slogan: ‘‘Freedom 
and Sex.”’ 

“Right before the plebiscite, they 
captured the imagination of a lot of 
people who liked their clean-cut, en- 
thusiastic, nonpolitical approach,”’ 
Chilean Professor Arturo Valenzuela 
of Georgetown University explained. 
“However, this is a country with very 
strong political parties, and I would say 
that now the Humanists have faded 
somewhat. They have also had some 
serious internal disputes.” 

In the most serious such dispute, a 
furor erupted last September with the 





release of a tape recording of a meeting 
in Argentina between Silo and the leader- 
ship of the Chilean Humanist Party. 
According to several Chilean press re- 
ports, on the tape Silo could be heard 
berating party leader Jose Tomas Saenz 
for failing to ‘‘rectify’’ various errors 
that went against his ‘‘orientations.”’ 
Saenz was forced to resign in disgrace. 

According to the press accounts, the 
new party president, Tomas Hirsch, 
tried to maintain that the Humanist 
Party ‘‘is governed by Chilean law, 
plans its strategies in Chile and re- 
ceives neither funds nor instructions 
from abroad.’’ He was unable to ex- 
plain, however, the fall of Saenz, at- 
tributing it only to ‘‘internal and na- 
tional’’ reasons.

ESPITE ALL the energy that 

went into its founding, the 

Humanist Party elsewhere in 

the world failed to live up to 

expectations. Locally, for ex- 
ample, Humanist Nicole Myers — the 
translator of Silo’s book The Internal 
Landscape — ran for supervisor on the 
Humanist Party ticket in 1986, but got 
only 13,518 votes. 

Meanwhile, however, the social af- 
fairs office of the Community was 
looking for another vehicle, and 
seized upon the rapidly growing Green 
movement in Germany and elsewhere 
in Europe. 

““A group of scholars and activists 
established contacts and discussions 
with these social and political 
currents,’’ reports the Movement’s of- 
ficial history. ‘‘However, since serious 
differences arose with regards to gen- 
eral conceptions, implementation and 
organization, the creation of the Green 
Party was decided, as a renovated and 
coherent variant.”” 

At a Movement meeting in Rio de 
Janeiro in January 1986, the organiza- 
tion Green Future was formed. Two , 
months later, former members of the 
Humanist Party, including Ken 
Dickinson, Jim Schmitt and Fernando 
Aranguiz, formed a branch of Green 
Future in San Francisco. 

The Bay Area, however, was already 
home to the Northern California Green 
Alliance, composed of the San Fran- 
cisco Greens and the East Bay Green 
Alliance. Both groups are in turn 
members of the national Green group, 
the Committees of Correspondence 
(CoC). Their values are similar to those 
of the Greens of West Germany (Die 
Gruenen), the most successful and ad- 
vanced Green movement worldwide. 

Members of the Humanist Party 
started showing up at meetings of the 
San Francisco Greens in the fall of 1985. 
They were particularly interested, SF 
Greens members relate, in whether the 
Greens intended to start a political party. 

The Greens hadn’t really decided, 
but some representatives went to Sacra- 
mento in the spring of 1986 anyway and 
registered the name ‘‘California 
Green Party’’ with the secretary of 
state, just in case. 

Many CoC Greens were immediately 
suspicious of the new Green Future 
group, believing — correctly — that its 
members were the same people who 
had made up the Humanist Party. (At 

continued page 18 
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the beginning, in fact, entire base councils 
moved over from the Humanist Party to 
Green Future, with the result that the 
Humanist Party began to die. After a 
directive from Argentina, a former 
member reports, the local Movement 
resumed its tripartite form, dividing 
members between the Humanist Party, 
Green Future and the Community for 
Human Development.) 

At the invitation of the local Greens, 
Green Future entered into discussions 
about joining the Committees of Cor- 
respondence. As part of the application, 
Green Future members detailed their 
links to the Humanist Party: ‘‘Green 
Future and the Humanist Party main- 
tain informal links between countries 
through personal visits, computer net- 
works, telephone calls and the mail. More 
formal links are maintained by members 
of the Movement who meet twice yearly 
to share information about the develop- 
ment of these organizations.” 

The proposal also admitted that Green 
Future was established with the idea of 
eventually becoming a political party. 

At the time, Green Future entered in- 
to a period of intense activity, working 
with a wide variety of groups, including 
the California League of Conservation 
Voters, the National Coalition to Stop 
Food Irradiation, the Coalition for a 
Safe Bay and the Rainforest Action 
Network. The organizational ability 
and hard work of the group’s members 
was widely admired. 

“‘They’re very well organized,’’ admits 
San Francisco Green John Pennington. 
“They turn out for stuff — they’re 
there. We, on the other hand, are not 
well organized, so we don’t make as 
good a public showing.”’ 

CoC Greens also raised questions 
about the Movement’s finances. The 
group maintains two offices in San 
Francisco, and publishes a wide variety 
of newsletters. Moreover, members 
frequently travel abroad for confer- 
ences: This July, some 25 local activ- 
ists will travel to Rio for the second 
Humanist International. 

According to Janet Shirley, all 
Movement activities are supported by 
donations from members, along with 
telephone solicitations, bake sales and 
the like. But no budgets were available 
for the various Movement groups. 

A group called ‘‘Humanists for 
Social Action,’’ formerly registered as 
the Community for Human Develop- 
ment, is registered as a charitable trust 
in Sacramento, but since the reported 
income is less than $25,000, it must file 
only once a decade. 


REEN FUTURE’S bid to 
join the Northern California 
Greens hit a serious road- 
block when Bob von Holdt 
read an item about it in the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘Flashbulbs and 
whistles started going off in my brain,”’ 
he says. “I thought, uh-oh, they’re 
really making a push to infiltrate the 
legitimate Green movement.”’ 

Von Holdt took his files and interior 
documents to the local Greens, who 
were appalled by the authoritarian, 
pyramidal structure of the Movement. 
Green Future was not admitted. 

But carelessly, the local CoC Greens 
had let their registration of the name 
“Green Party’? lapse. Within two 
weeks after it expired, members of 
Green Future went to Sacramento and 
registered the name themselves. 

““Over the two years they had the 
name registered they didn’t do a damn 
thing with it,’ says Green Future’s Ken 
Dickinson. ‘‘So we took a vote of the 
Assembly and people wanted it.”” (Green 
Future is governed in purely local matters 
by an annual Assembly of its members, 
who elect a “‘technical commission” to 
Oversee the implementation of decisions. 
The technical commission, according to 
Dickinson, currently consists of Janelle 


a 


Snyder, Jim Schmitt, Janet Shirley, 
Trudy Richards and John Eagle — all 
longtime Movement members.) 

The Northern California Green 
Alliance discovered the mistake days 
later, but arrived in Sacramento too late 
to regain the title. 

Siloist Greens have also clashed with 
pre-existing Green groups in Brazil and 
Argentina. In an interview with the 
Argentine paper La Prensa, ‘‘Human- 
ist-Green Front’’ vice presidential can- 
didate Lia Mendez blames the ‘‘anti- 
industrialist posture’ of the country’s 
Greens for “‘condemning Latin America 
to underdevelopment’’ and ‘‘serv[ing] 
the interests of the European Greens.” 
Her party, she says, “‘understands that 
the world of the future is that of nuclear 
energy, and we can’t deny this reality.” 

Local Green Future activists have 
adopted a similar aggressive defense to 
criticism of them by CoC Greens. Ken 
Dickinson accuses the CoC Greens, 
whom he once sought to join, of ‘“‘a 
total feeling of paranoia and fear of 
contamination.’’ This springs, he says, 
directly from the writings of Green 
theorist Charlene Spretnak (whose 
Elmwood Institute is located in Berke- 
ley) and Fritjof Capra, in their book 
Green Politics, Global Promise. 

“Unfortunately,’’ write Spretnak 
and Capra, ‘‘in nearly every country 
where a Green movement has been es- 
tablished, it has also attracted oppor- 
tunistic persons from unsuccessful pol- 
itical groups on the right and the left 
who enter the new movement with hid- 
den agendas and dishonest tactics... . 
[PJersons who undermine the progress 
of Green political development by re- 
peatedly trying to impose their own in- 
congruous priorities should not be 
allowed to ruin the movement.’’ 

Green Future members say the group 
only wishes to take its place among 
the diversity of Green groups. As its 
members delight in pointing out, there 
is no nationwide consensus about what 
it means to be ‘‘Green’’: The Green 
Movement in the United States is divided 
between “‘deep ecologists”’ like Spretnak 
and “‘social ecologists’’ or “‘Left Greens” 
like Murray Bookchin, who concern 
themselves with the social and economic 
roots of environmental crises. Green 
Future calls itself “‘social ecologist,”’ but 
according to Bookchin, “‘there’s nothing 
in their literature to indicate what they 
mean by that.’’ 

Green Future insists that it doesn’t 
want to be confused with anyone, ‘‘We 
have no desire to represent ourselves as 
the San Francisco Greens or the East 
Bay Green Alliance,’”’ says Janelle 
Snyder. ‘‘We are proud of our work 
and our success, and we have no inten- 
tion to give our credit to another 
organization that has not even worked 
on any of our projects.” 

But if Charlene Spretnak or Murray 
Bookchin decided tomorrow to devote 
themselves to theosophy or animal 
rights, their respective movements 
would probably carry on pretty much 
as before. It is hard to say the same 
about Silo. . 

One of the points on which both 
ecologically oriented and Left Greens 
agree is the importance of democratic, 
grassroots control, which seems to be 
missing in Green Future. ‘‘Do not 
think you will comprehend by 
arguing,’’ Silo characteristically warns 
in The Look Within. ‘“You may believe 
that your understanding will become 
clearer by arguing, but opposition is 
not appropriate in this case.”” , 

One thing seems beyond question: 
The work of the Movement, in the near 
future, will be to spread to new areas. 
“In the years to come,’’ promises 
Janelle Snyder, “‘the Movement prob- 
ably will start other organizations, so 
we’re sure to be in another interview 
with you.”’ a

School board truce? 
Think again... 


The 1988 elections seemed to herald anew era 
of peace at the San Francisco Board of Education. 
But that was just an illusion

N THE early days of 1989, as two 

new members joined the San Fran- 

cisco School Board, there was con- 

siderable talk of a new beginning, 

an era of relative peace and an end 
to the bitter internal divisions that had 
crippled the board, frustrated badly 
needed reform efforts and very nearly 
driven Superintendent Ramon Cortines 
into early retirement. 

And indeed, over the past six 
months, the board has presented an 
amiable public face. To read most press 
reports, San Franciscans could easily 
believe that the long history of in- 
ternecine warfare among the seven 
board members was coming (at long 
last) to an end. 

It would be nice if that were true. 
It’s not. 

In fact, the same type of personal 
tensions and political schisms that have 
plagued the San Francisco Unified 
School District for much of the past ten 
years are bubbling again beneath the 
placid surface of the “‘new’’ board — 
and it’s only a matter of time, perhaps 
very little time, before they erupt. 

At the center of the controversy is 
Leland Yee, one of the two new 
board members elected in November 
1988. Yee campaigned as a peace- 
maker, an independent with no polit- 
ical allegiances who vowed to resist 
joining either of the two opposing fac- 
tions that have been a fact of San Fran- 
cisco School Board life since before 
many of today’s high school students 
were old enough to crawl. 

Newly elected with Yee was Fred 
Rodriguez, a veteran parent activist 
who sided openly with the three in- 
cumbent board members who have 
consistently supported Superintendent 
Ramon Cortines and who have pushed 
for major reforms in the district’s ad- 
ministrative and educational policies. 

Rodriguez gave the Cortines sup- 
porters — Libby Denebeim, JoAnne 
Miller and Myra Kopf — a clear board 
majority. But the last thing anyone con- 
cerned about the future of the city’s 
troubled school system wanted to see 
was one four-vote bloc replacing 
another four-vote bloc in another end- 
less series of hostile battles that would 
undercut any serious efforts at address- 


ing the complex and politically explosive 
issues on the public education agenda. 

So Yee’s pledges of independence 
were a glimmer of hope, and parents, 
teachers — and most of all, Cortines 
— started the new year on an op- 
timistic note. 

But as the months have passed, Yee 
has emerged more and more as the par- 
tisan he swore he would never be. On 
issue after issue, he has sided with the 
two board members — Sodonia Wison 
and Rosario Anaya — who have been 
the superintendent’s harshest critics. 
Yee has consistently denied any alliance 
with either board faction, and he con- 
tinues to deny it today. He also insists 
he supports Cortines and his efforts to 
end the political patronage, bloated ad- 
ministration and shoddy management 
practices the superintendent inherited 
from his predecessor. 

But consider a few facts: 

@ Five members of the board have sub- 
mitted written evaluations of Cortines 
(Anaya and Myra Kopf have not yet 
done so) and of the five, district sources 
familiar with the evaluations told the 
Bay Guardian, Yee’s was by far the 
most critical. Although Cortines 
declined to comment on the board, 
several people close to him have told 
the Bay Guardian he is frustrated.and 
angry with Yee’s behavior and the con- 
tinued lack of consensus on the board. 
® While Yee denies siding with Anaya 
— who has been the greatest thorn in 
the superintendent’s side — at his first 
school board meeting in January, Yee 
nominated Anaya for board president, 
and voted for her for both president 
and vice president. In both instances, 
the votes were 4-3. In the months since 
then, he has voted with Wilson and 
Anaya on the vast majority of major 
issues in which the board has been 
closely divided. 

® While the board majority has made 
an open and out-front effort to shift the 
board’s role from day-to-day manage- 
ment of the district to policy-making, 
Yee, has resisted. In one instance, Yee 
ignored a directive from the board’s 
own legal counsel and met with 
members of a group that is suing the 
district. The lawsuit, filed by the local 
NAACP, concerns the district’s in- 
tegration plan and its compliance with 
a federal consent decree. 


URING MOST of the 23 
weeks the new board has 
been in session, members 
have operated under an in- 
formal truce, refraining from 
attacking each other in public in an at- 
tempt to forge a new harmony. 





But the outward calm seems unlikely ~ 


to last. Rodriguez, Miller and 
Denebeim have repeatedly expressed 
their frustration at the ongoing bicker- 
ing in recent weeks, and with another 
election approaching in 1990, it’s a 
good bet all seven members will soon be 
ready to go back to airing their dirty 
laundry in public. 

That could prove to be a disaster: At 
least once in the past two years, board 
divisiveness and public attacks on his 
initiatives drove Cortines to resign. He 
decided to withdraw his resignation 
after conversations with supporters, and 
the incident received little publicity. 

Cortines has privately told a number 
of friends that the board’s present state 
is little or no change from the past. 

Much more is at stake than the 
superintendent. Cortines has made 
considerable strides in transforming 
the corrupt, bloated and often direc- 
tionless district he inherited from the 
late Robert F. Alioto into a system that 


has some hope of providing a decent . 


education to the city’s 65,000 public 
school students. 

Since Cortines came to San Fran- 
cisco, dropout rates have fallen, fiscal 
management of the district has im- 
proved and the flight from public 
school to private institutions seems to 
have been reversed. 

Yee insists he is a Cortines supporter, 
and he told the Bay Guardian he would 
vote to extend the superintendent’s 
contract if it came up today. 

But according to sources familiar 
with the recent board evaluations, Yee 
did not give Cortines’ performance a 
“sood”’ rating in any category. He was 
the only board member not to do so. 

Yee graded Cortines poorly in areas 
such as his ability involve the commu- 
nity in district affairs, interaction with 
the board, fair treatment of person- 
nel, planning and organization and 


resolution of board differences, the - 


sources said. 

Yee’s involvement in the NAACP suit 
has also reportedly angered the 
superintendent and some board mem- 
bers. According to several board mem- 
bers and Cortines, Aubrey 
McCutcheon, the board’s attorney, 
warned board members on Jan. 31st 
that they should avoid any com- 
munication with the NAACP about the 
lawsuit, to avoid making the legal 
morass over the consent decree even 
more complicated. 

Yet Yee acknowledged he had met 
with NAACP attorneys and discussed 
the suit against the district. He said he 
could not remember how many times 
he had met with the attorneys, but 
defended his actions. 

“T have no problems meeting with 
them,”’ he said. ‘‘I am trying to keep 
things in the open.” 

Yee said he did not remember receiving 
that warning from McCutcheon, 
although he was present at the closed 
session at which other members said it 
was given. 

None of Yee’s actions would have 
been terribly significant if it weren’t for 
his campaign promises. Like the super- 
intendent, the voters were — and are — 
almost certainly sick of the board’s 
bickering. If the warfare breaks out in 
the open again, the next election may 
shape up as a more direct contest: the 
allies of Cortines and reform against 
the supporters of the old Alioto system. 
The outcome could be a stronger ma- 
jority for the superintendent — or a 
continued split that could drive him 
from the job. 

But one thing seems certain: If the 
voters notice what Yee has done thus 
far, they won’t be terribly sympathetic 
to the next candidate who runs as a 
“‘peacemaker.’” RE

continues unabated

O BROWSE the dailies on 
the rack here, a newspaper 
nut could conclude that busi- 
ness is booming. In Mexico 
City, 21 — count ’em — 21 
daily newspapers hit the streets morn- 
ing, noon and night. That’s only 13 
fewer journals than journalists mur- 
dered in Mexico from December 1982, 
when Miguel De la Madrid was crowned 
president, through June 1, 1989, six 
months into the reign of Carlos Salinas 
De Gortari. Killing reporters here is also 





a booming business. 

Through the spring of this year, the 
Union of Democratic Journalists had a 
total of 32 reporters on its dead list, 
with three cases under investigation. 
On April 7th, Armando Sanchez, cor- 
respondent for the San Luis Potosi 
Momento, was beaten to death in Rio 
Verde, San Luis Potosi. On June 13th 
in Chilpancingo Guerrero, the colum- 
nist Juan Campuzano was run down by 
a government truck. A third 
“Deriodista’’ is mentioned as missing 
down in the hot country of Michoacan, 
where politics, drugs and the relentless 
sun make for a nasty mix, but the 
details are not yet clear. 

In 1988 Mexico, which often leads 
the league in the dubious bloodsport of 
murdering journalists, had to settle for 
a second-place tie with El Salvador 
(which, after all, had an election inside 
a shooting war). The Philippines, 
another difficult beat, took the blood- 
stained pen award last season with five 
dead reporters. 

News of the freshly killed colleagues 
in San Luis Potosi and Michoacan 
came to us May 30th at the annual 
memorial for Manuel Buendia, the ex- 
tinct gadfly columnist for Excelsior and 
200 other Mexican papers, shot thrice 
in the back five years ago to the day ona 
fashionable Pink Zone sidewalk. Since 
then the Buendia memorials, under the 
monument to the 19th-Century pam- 
phleteer Francisco Zarco, have become 
a gathering point for ‘“‘progressive 
journalists’ from around the nation. 

Some come to remember Buendia, 
complain about the lack of resolution 
in his murder and mourn. Some come 
to look for work, chambia, a 
$50-a-month string to keep them alive 
in the provinces, where reporters have 
to sell advertising to eat. Some are gov- 
ernment spies, who attend every press 
conference and demonstration in this 
town pretending to be reporters, a mas- 
querade which is not helpful to a legiti- 
mate newshound’s ability to inspire trust 
in opponents of the government. 

Nonetheless, these imposters are 
politely accepted into the fold by the 
national press corps and those it covers: 
Left-wing presidential candidate 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas even bused one 
government ‘‘antenna’’ from one end 
of the country to the other during his 
campaign last year. After all, these 
spies file every day just like real 
reporters — to the Secretary of 
Government (or ‘‘Internal Security,”’ 
depending on one’s translation of the 
ministry’s function), which itself puts 
out the most fascinating daily news- 
paper in the land: a summary of the 
past 24 hours around the country, with 
particular emphasis on situations the 
government should be worrying about. 
Reporters have dubbed this bulletin 
“The Bucareli News,’’ for the street 
where Gubernacion is located. 


T IS not easy for a North 

American naif like yours truly to 

determine who among my com- 

paneros in the homicidal world of 

Mexican journalism works for 
legitimate media and who works for the 
government. Reporters who cover 
government and political beats — often 
synonymous, since the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party has managed both 
for the past 60 years — are frequently 
unabashed addicts of the chayote or 
sobre (envelope), a ritual in which the 
subjects being covered pass out crisp 
50,000-peso bills each week just to 
grease the skids or buy new tires for the 
family car. 

The chayo gets more potent the closer 
the reporter gets to power: Those who 
cover presidencies are liable to wake up 
one morning with lucrative strings of gas 
stations in their portfolios. 

What all this cash flow is buying is 
not exactly clear, since the newspapers 
for which the paid press toils are 99.9 
percent bought by the PRI-run govern- 
ment already, right down to the paper 
upon which the news is printed, sold by 


a federal monopoly that can turn the 
faucet on or off in accordance with 
editorial behavior. 

Or take the peculiar custom of the 
gazetilla, self-serving press releases or 
the very mortal speeches of inflated 
political egos, printed verbatim to look 
just like real news, for a sliding-scale 
price depending on placement. To add 
to the mix, there are gobs of govern- 
ment advertising just to thicken thin 
editions. News here is often, as British 
presslord Lord Thompson never tired 
of suggesting, only the space between 
advertisements. 

Indeed, it is the abundance of PRI 
government advertising that puts 21 
daily newspapers on the racks of Mex- 
ico City every 24 hours. Dependence on 
such advertising tends to temper 
criticism in the most shocking places. 
Miguel Angel Granados Chapa, direc- 
tor of La Jornada, a national daily that 
citizens carry around as a badge of their 
‘progressive’ politics, once told me 
his paper would fold without govern- 
ment ‘‘propaganda,”’ as it is nakedly 
called here. Fully 80 percent of all La 
Jornada’s advertising revenue comes 
from the PRI-run government. 

Given such a web of economic un- 
derstanding, the loyalties of reporters 
sometimes blur, with lethal conse- 
quences. This appears to have been the 
dynamic in the case of the deceased we 
mourned again this May 30th, Manuel 
Buendia. 


N ‘‘INVESTIGATIVE”’ 
scandalmonger whose main 
tools of sleuthing mingled 
blackmail with deep govern- 
ment sources, Buendia 
penned a daily front-burner, ‘‘Private 
Network,”’ for Excelsior, a gazette that 
compares very unfavorably to the New 
York Times despite being labeled the 
“New York Times of Mexico’”’ by nos- 
talgic North American correspondents. 

Buendia, a longtime police reporter 
and confirmed cop buff, was very close, 
for a good many years, to some of the 
most corrupt and brutal men in Mexico, 
a class for whom his columns expressed 
a certain redeeming disdain. After his 
untimely demise, investigators leafed 
through thousands of Buendia’s col- 
umns in an effort to finger suspects 
whom the columnist might have in- 
sulted, embarrassed or otherwise 
bruised badly enough that they had 
motive to murder Don Manuel. The in- 
itial list of such suspects totaled more 
than 600. 

For several years now, the leading- 
suspect list has stagnated around a 
handful of personalities and organiza- 
tions: a German Nazi arms merchant, 
the murderous right-wing falange 
from Guadalajara known as the 
Tecos, the CIA, whose moles Buendia 
ruthlessly exposed. 

Despite such colorful suspects, in 
the half-decade since the evening of 
May 30, 1984, when President Miguel 
Dela Madrid swore he would not leave 
office until the killer(s) of Manuel 
Buendia were brought to justice (he 
did), through this year’s annual 
memorial, no one was ever appre- 
hended for the crime. 

As the anniversary of Don Manuel’s 
death approached this year, the Union 
of Democratic Journalists, under the 
guidance of an owlish communist ex- 
student firebrand, Eduardo Valle, sug- 
gested that the police have systemat- 
ically thwarted the investigation of 
Buendia’s execution ever since De la 
Madrid personally charged the director 
of the Federal Security Directorate, Jose 
Antonio Zorrilla Perez, with tracking 
down the killers. 

De la Madrid’s commissioning of 


Perez, a fast-rising PRI functionary 


with reported designs on the presidency 
himself, was a de facto one. Having 
received a phone call at his nearby of- 
fice from Don Manuel’s secretary, the 
head of federal security had been the

first high-ranking police officer to ar- 
rive at the scene of the killing, some 13 
minutes after Buendia was shot down. 

It is said that Zorrilla Perez, who 
stormed onto the scene with 20 armed 
undercover agents, promptly lifted 
documents off Don Manuel’s corpse. 
Immediately sealing off Buendia’s of- 
fice in the name of ‘‘national security,”’ 
Zorrilla is suspected of spending the next 
two weeks rifling through his longtime 
friend’s files for incriminating evidence. 
Against whom is another question. 

Manuel Buendia and the federal 
security chief were longtime cronies 
who often target-practiced together 
with machine guns at police firing 
ranges. Buendia, who is sometimes 
described here as “‘a crack shot,’’ was a 
gun nut who always carried a pistol. 

Some weeks before Buendia’s 
death, Zorrilla reportedly gifted the 
columnist with a new .45 and a bullet- 
proof vest. There is little doubt that 
Jose Antonio Zorrilla Perez was one 
of Don Manuel’s best sources deep 
within the government. What Buendia 
did for Zorrilla Perez in exchange is 
another question the otherwise- 
conscientious journalists who have 
made a martyr out of Manuel Buendia 
have failed to investigate. 

Through March 1985, Jose Antonio 
Zorrilla Perez took charge of every as- 
pect of the Buendia case, even managing 
the funeral for the bereaved family — at 
which he presented the widow with her 
husband’s own fountain pen, pierced 
by the assassin’s bullet. 

Then, nine months after Buendia’s 
passing, Zorrilla abruptly resigned the 
Federal Security Directorate, a sort of 
Colombian-style secret narco-police 
with a sordid reputation for maniacal 
torture, to seek a PRI deputyship in his 
home state of Hidalgo. He withdrew 
unexpectedly from this candidacy 
when, in the spring of 1985, Rafael 
Caro Quintero and his gang were cor- 
nered in Costa Rica for the killing of 
DEA agent Kiki Camarena and his 
Mexican pilot. 

Many of the captured narcos were 
carrying ID cards labeling them agents 
of the Direction of Federal Security and 
signed by one ‘‘Jose Antonio Zorrilla 
Perez.’’ The DFS was subsequently dis- 
membered and its 437 agents sprinkled 
among a variety of other equally cor- 
rupt police agencies: xe Juventino 
Prado, who seconded Zorrilla Perez at 
the Buendia assassination scene, is now 
the commander of the controversial in- 
telligence division of Mexico City’s 
preventative police, a position he in- 
herited from Miguel Nasser Haro, Zor- 
rilla’s predecessor as boss of the DFS. 

Nasser Haro quit the intelligence 
division recently, claiming that he was 
being hounded by human-rights 
organizations, among them Amnesty 
International, which holds him respon- 
sible for wholesale homicide and tor- 
ture during a ten-year period as director 
of several Mexican police forces. 

Once the Caro Quintero scandal 
took root, Zorrilla took a powder, over 
the years surfacing in Spain and, in 
1988, in Mexico City, for a lengthy in- 
terview with the special district at- 
torney assigned to the Buendia case. 

For some observers, Zorrilla Perez 
has always been a suspect, although he 
never made the official list. Rogelio 
Hernandez, an Excelsior reporter who 
headed Buendia’s home paper’s own 
investigation team, was threatened by 
Zorrilla Perez for suggesting his in- 
volvement in the murder of a colleague. 
Proceso, the left weekly that accepts no 
government ‘‘propaganda’”’ and has a 
100,000 circulation (huge for Mexico, 
where the top daily, the super-yellow 
La Prensa, only sells 200,000) has long 
suggested that the former chief of the 
Federal Security Direction was fronting 
for an even bigger fish on whom 
Buendia possibly had the dope. 


In this context it should be noted that 
Manuel Buendia is thought to have 
been the source of information sup- 
plied to Jack Anderson that President 
De la Madrid had $100,000 salted away 
in a Swiss bank, the reward for winking 
at drug-running relatives. It should also 
be noted that, on the day of his death, 
Manuel Buendia reportedly was frus- 
trated in an effort to obtain a private 
audience with President De la Madrid, 
the subject of which one can only 
speculate. 


S OF June 7th, a day whim- 

sically set aside each year 

here as ‘‘Freedom of Ex- 

pression Day,’’ UPD de- 

mands for the appearance of 
Jose Antonio Zorrilla Perez before the 
special district attorney had still not been 
acted upon. Nevertheless, members of 
the Fifth Estate and their bosses eagerly 
attended the banquets and trophy 
presentations that state and federal 
governments prepare for them every 
year on this, the press’s fiesta day. 

Here in this teeming, contaminated 
capitol, President Carlos Salinas De 
Gortari toasted 800 representatives of 
the nation’s media and promised 
greater ‘‘security”’ in their professional 
efforts. He seemed to be talking about 
the abysmally low salaries reporters earn 
here (the crux of the press’s venality), 
but so many editors and publishers 
were present that the president could 
not be terribly forthcoming. 

Salinas also guaranteed ‘‘absolute 
liberty of expression,’’ promised to 
“attend to the personal safety’ of 
reporters, swore he would not close the 
books on the unsolved murders of 
many of the 32 journalists executed in 
the last six and a half years and offered 
to present a summary of 26 feet of 
findings in the Buendia investigation 
within a week. 

Then on Tuesday evening, June 
13th, five years and 14 days after 
Manuel Buendia was gunned down at 
the mouth of an Insurgents Street 
parking lot, Jose Antonio Zorrilla 
Perez gave himself up to Mexico 
City’s attorney general, following a 
short, angry gun-battle in the city’s 
swank Lomas district. 

A warrant for the ex-DFS head’s ap- 
prehension had been issued by the 
special prosecutor that Sunday, and 
bets were already on the street that 
Zorrilla would never be taken alive. 
The fact that he is must be disconcer- 
ting whoever(s) instructed the ex- 
secret-police chief to set up Don 
Manuel in the first place. The waiters at 
the Cafe La Blanca this morning were 
already wagering on ex-presidents. 

Zorrilla Perez’s detention has stimu- 
lated an orgy of jubilation in the na- 
tion’s paid press. Carlos Salinas, who 
seems to arrest some all-star criminal 
every month, is pictured as an avenging 
angel doling out righteous justice, the 
savior of the nation from evil narco- 
corruption. No one seems to notice that 
it took more than five years for the gov- 
ernment to concede that its top cop had 
murdered its top columnist and that he 
was rewarded for this delicate mission 
with a ruling PRI Party candidacy for 
the nation’s legislature. Meanwhile the 
bodies of 32 or so other unavenged 
journalists gyrate in their sarcophagi. 

This Mexican penchant for buying 
off or killing off its journalists finds 
resonance in the recent obituaries of 
journalistic lights who glared less loud- 
ly than Don Manuel, if only because 
they toiled in the provinces. 

Sol of Mazatlan reporter Manuel 
Burgueno was executed in February 
1988, reportedly because he was inves- 
tigating the laundering of dope money 
in the Mazatlan, Sinaloa tourist trade. 
Of the 32 reporters on the UPD’s dead 
list, half were assassinated in the dope- 
ridden states of Sinaloa and Tamulipas, 
where narcos sometimes buy their own 
newspapers to deflect criticism.

Remembering 
IF. Stone 


Inlife, I. EF Stone made people 
face uncomfortable truths. 
Those who honor him in death 
ought to do the same 
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By Larry Bensky 


T SEEMS as if everyone who 

knew, read or was influenced by 

octogenarian journalist I.F. Stone 

engaged in a race to memorialize 

him in the days following his death 
last week. 

Newspapers like the New York 
Times, which would have nothing to do 
with Stone’s writings, methodology or 
ideas for most of his 65 years as a re- 
porter and essayist, rushed to praise him 
as “‘a great dissident who disputed all the 
tidy dogmas about human behavior.” 

Columnists like former Stone assistant 
Peter Osnos rushed to reassure us that 
Stone had “‘become a symbol of what the 
First Amendment was all about.” 

Stone’s recently reissued six-volume 
collection of articles, spanning his work 
from 1939 through 1970, suddenly sold 
briskly in bookstores here and around 
the country. 

As always when considering the 
death of a writer who’d frequently 
spent words assessing the meaning of 
the deaths of others, I had to wonder 
what Stone would make of all these 
encomiums. I’m afraid he would say 
that all of them (including this one) 
were a waste of ink. And he’d be 
pleased by the book sales only because 
they meant people were independently 
assessing his researches, ideas and ac- 
complishments. 

Izzy Stone was an obstinate survivor, 
a practitioner of a self-developed 
philosophy based on a sense of truth 
and justice derived from a lifetime of 
voracious reading. He seemed to be 
saying, on any topic he touched: Look,

NONCONFORMIST 
History of Our Times is the 
title that Stone’s last 
publisher, Little, Brown, gave to a 
series of Stone’s books last year.

we all know right from wrong. Given 
the facts, everyone has a chance. to 
come to a reasonable conclusion, and 
here are the facts. He hated violence, 
greed, discrimination and hypocrisy. 
He knew how to show them all up, in 
short, sharp sentences, backed by in- 
controvertible research. Such a philo- 
sophy and such an approach were so 
foreign to the timid, mush-minded, 
subservient journalism of the Washing- 
ton establishment that Stone had his 
field to himself. 

In fact, he had to have it to himself, 
since no one would publish him on a 
regular basis, so different were both his 
methods and his informed opinion 
from the set styles of his time. In the ul- 
timate, remarkably independent aspect

of his life, he worked much of his time 
free-lancing and self-publishing. Far 
from starving as a result, he managed 
to support himself and his family 
decently for decades. 

I learned about Stone’s death from 
someone who had heard about it on 
KPFA, and told me the news last Sun- 
day night in the hallway after a lecture 
by the Christic Institute’s Danny 
Sheehan. Death is supposed to inspire 
coincidence, or some such psychic 
resonance, and it happens that I had 
been thinking about Stone while listen- 
ing to Sheehan. 

What inspired my thoughts was the 
realization that I.F. Stone — the young- 
er, vigorous, rigorous debunker of half- 
truths, innuendos, unsupported asser- 
tions and promiscuous generalizations 
— gained his reputation by the perfec- 
tion of research and presentation 
methods exactly opposite to those of 
Sheehan and his acolytes. 


OW WONDERFUL it 

would have been, I had been 

thinking, to see I.F. Stone de- 

bate Danny Sheehan. Chal- 

lenge his exaggerations 
and fantasies. Present demands for evi- 
dence and documentation in such a way 
as to show, not that Sheehan and the 
Christics are wrong to try to expose of- 
ficial and extra-official wrongdoing, 
but that their presentation of assertion 
as fact makes them hopelessly destruc- 
tive of their ability to succeed. In the 
end, Stone might well have summed up 
by quoting from his 12th and last book, 
The Trial of Socrates, by likening 
Sheehan to the methods of Socrates, a 
man whose ‘‘real offense lay in his 


gross oversimplifications. . .in simplis- 
tic philosophical premises.’’ As with 
Socrates, so Sheehan: ‘‘His dialectic 
led to a dead end.’’ 

But Stone wasn’t there to hear 
Sheehan. Indeed, there were no visible 
media representatives there at all. 
Stone would have hated that, too. 
Incorrect ideas, manipulated facts, 
hidden agendas. ..all of these things 
Stone believed in exposing. I remember 
the last time I saw him, alittle more than a 
year ago. After I had recorded an inter- 
view with him (Bay Guardian, 
6/1/88) we chatted for a while in the 
downstairs study of his book-sub- 
merged house. He reached into a 
wooden barrel and pulled out a pile of 
weekly newspapers. Always myopic, 
Stone’s eyesight had deteriorated to 
near-blindness at the ago of 80. He held 
up a brightly-colored political news- 
paper’s front page for me to read to 
him and asked me who put the paper 
out. I told him I thought it was a group 
descended obliquely from the Com- 
munist Party. 

“I’ve always hated that kind of 
stuff,’’ I recall him saying. ‘‘Not that I 
think they’re wrong or shouldn’t write 
whatever they think, it’s just. that 
there’s so damn much posing and 
hiding, and who the hell they think is 
going to wade through all those words 
and trust them...I wish they’d just 
come out and say who they are and take 
their chances.”’ 


HEN I POINTED 
out to him that 
media organizations 
using subterfuge 
about ownership and 
agendas is not necessarily a monopoly 
of small left-wing sects — you’ll wait a 
long time to hear the TV networks 
exposing their greed-driven motiva- 
tions to the general public — Stone 
grew irascible, one of his moods I 
remember best. 

“Yeah, but to stop all that by doing 
the same thing is ridiculous. You don’t 
cure a disease by weakening the patient 
with more germs. All this secrecy and 
posing and lying. . .’’ His voice trailed 
off into a kind of reflective repose. Just 
as it used to 25 years earlier, when he 
would insist on walking three miles 
home from our meetings in downtown 
restaurants (I was editing one of his 
books) to the modest home with its unbe- 
lievably cluttered basement office where, 
for 19 years, this elfin, myopic, hard-of- 
hearing dynamo, helped only by his 
equally energetic wife (who served as bus- 
iness and subscription manager), pub- 
lished his venerated weekly newsletter. 

I remembered the old sense I’d got- 
ten then, when he was so engaged in the 
relatively new passions of the civil 
rights movement and the cold war, of 
someone whose immersion in current 
events never interfered with his sense of 
obligation to compile and compare 
information from other eras. The satis- 
faction he got from unearthing such 
apposite nuggets of information was 
exceeded only by the thrill of using 
them to defeat what he believed was hu- 
manity’s ultimate nemesis: ignorance. 

I.F. Stone never pretended to have 
all the answers. Or that the evils of the 
earth would perish immediately be- 
cause the truth were told. ‘‘The great 
problems of philosophy and politics are 
universal problems,”’ he said during 
our last interview. ‘‘They haven’t 
changed in 2,500 years. If you see hu- 
man problems in a perspective from a 
distance, it provides more understand- 
ing and a more compassionate view of 
the human tragedy. 

““Progress has been made,’” he con- 
cluded, ‘‘and it’s our duty in every gen- 
eration to contribute to that progress.” 

If you want to verify I.F. Stone’s 
contribution, read one of his books. 
It’s the kind of tribute he’d appreciate.

Living on the edge 


A Tenderloin storefront center supports women struggling with the grim reality 
behind the statistics on the ‘feminization of poverty.’

HERBP’SA jokein the Ten- 

derloin that every time a 

parking space is free, the 

kids get excited because 

they think a new play- 
ground has been built. 

It’s not exactly funny, of course, but 
with 5,000 kids crowded into a neigh- 
borhood with one square block of 
park, you have to make do with what 
you have. 

Ona hot summer afternoon, the kids 

do make do — playing ball on the littered 
sidewalks and skateboarding down the 
hill through busy intersections. In an 
office in the heart of the neighborhood, 
the kids and their mothers spill out the 
door of the Bay Area Women’s Resource 
Center’s storefront headquarters. 

The Bay Area Women’s Resource 
Center isn’t the kind of place its name 
brings to mind — some cozy feminist 
nook with political posters, herbal teas 
and the latest issues of Heresies. 
Rather, it’s a place that provides more 
fundamental resources for Tenderloin 
neighborhood women — clothing, 
food, job referrals and housing leads. 

“These .women are living on the 
edge,’’ says executive director Midge 
Wilson, who was one of the founders 
of the center eight years ago. ‘‘You 
need to make $8.50 an hour in San 
Francisco to cover child care and medi- 
cal benefits. But starting salaries are 
more like $4.25. They’re caught.’’ 

On any day, from 11 am to 2 pm, the 
cramped office, packed with three 
couches, three desks and one cocker 
spaniel, is full of women and their kids. 
Some are Southeast Asian, some are 
black, some are white. About a quarter 
of them are:homeless, and all of them 
are having troubles making do. By the 
end of the day, the staff — one fulltime 
executive director, one service coordina- 
tor and a couple of volunteers — will have 
seen about 50 women. By the end of the 
month, they will have seen nearly 1,000. 

Most of these women come in just to 
get two or three free blouses or skirts 
from the clothes closet, or to look at the 





job listings. Those who have landed a , 


job interview come in for an outfit 
from the special rack of interview suits 
and work uniforms. But many drop in 
with needs that probably won’t be met 
by the time they leave — like an afford- 
able apartment with space for the 
whole family. 

The staff works with women on a case- 
by-case basis to help them stabilize 
their lives. They also do referrals over 
the phone, helping women find every- 
thing from gynecologists to free food to 
counselors for ‘‘a friend’’ who is being 
battered by her partner. They piece to- 
gether public and private resources for 
women, trying to arrange creative solu- 
tions to their predicaments. 

The problem, though, is that often 
those resources don’t exist. “‘There are 
alot of individuals and families that are 
falling through the cracks in San Fran- 
cisco,’’ says Wilson. ‘‘A lot of support 
services aren’t easily accessible to peo- 
ple, and we spend a lot of time coor- 
dinating solutions.”’ 

One woman Wilson recently saw had 
been released from a hospital after ma- 
jor surgery. She was ready to go home 
according to the hospital but she 
wasn’t well enough to buy herself food. 
Since she lived in a residential hotel, she 
couldn’t cook in her room, and at 50 
years old, she was too young to qualify 
for any senior programs that deliver 
meals. It took the staff at the center an 
afternoon of phone calls to arrange for 
a meal program to deliver food to her. 

Staff members told of working with 
another women, a recently homeless 
mother of four children, to find her a 
place to live, in a neighborhood where 
90 percent of the housing units are 
single-occupancy hotel rooms. The wo- 
man had found a place in Oakland, but 
discovered it did not have a working 
stove or refrigerator — and did have 
backed-up sewage. When center staff 
members got a tip from a housing 
development corporation about an em- 
pty apartment, they were able to move 
the family in. 

The women’s resource center has 
small successes like this one, but in- 
dividuals’ problems get harder and 


harder to solve as conditions in the 
community worsen. Thetrafficis harsh 
and there are scant recreational faci- 
lities for children. The neighborhood 
has no school, no grocery stores with 
fresh produce, inadequate child care 
and no affordable family housing. The 
number of homeless women, children 
and youths in San Francisco — many 
of whom live in the Tenderloin — is 
now up to 3,300. 

The Bay Area Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter has recently turned to advocacy 
projects, in order to have more of an 
impact on the wider problems. It is try- 
ing to get the city to build a playground 
at anearby parking lot, and conducting 
asurvey of neighborhood parents, sup- 
port service workers, older children and 
local business people to assess the needs 
of the community’s children. The 
group has also published two books of 
photographs and text about children 
and homeless families in the Tender- 
loin, to raise some awareness outside 
the immediate community. 

Wilson, who lives in the neighbor- 
hood, says the city’s decision-makers 
are starting to realize how hard women 
and children in the Tenderloin have 
been hit. ‘“People have heard the statis- 
tics about the feminization of 
poverty,’’ she says. ‘‘But they aren’t in- 
timately aware of the people who live 
out those statistics.’’ 

What’s needed, she says, is a way for 
some people who are living through 
homelessness and poverty to work on 
policies. “‘It’s not just ‘empowerment,’ ”’ 
she says. ‘*These people have first-hand 
experience and good ideas, and no op- 
portunity to share their ideas in deci- 
sions being made about them.’’ 

Late in the afternoon, long after the 
center has closed, a woman rings the 
doorbell, obviously distressed. Wilson 
unlocks the door with a buzzer and the 
woman rushes in, crying. ‘I need pri- 
vacy,’’ she says, as Wilson comforts 
her. “‘I need someone who knows I’m 
human.”’ 

In the Tenderloin, she may be in the 
only place she can find what she needs, 
forthe momentat least. a 
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IC. grabs a handful of ‘the best links in the West.’ 


Lip-SMACKING FARE 


Our restaurant critic surveys the best in Bay Area barbecue

VEN THOUGH we don’t 
really get a summer here in 
the city, I still find myself 
thinking of barbecue each 
year when July rolls around. 
Cooking outdoors is a lot of fun, and 
the results can be delicious, but real 
barbecue is something else altogether. 

Years ago I learned this the hard way 
— cooking on a grill meant blackened 
meat and chicken coated with thick 
barbecue sauce, of course applied as 
soon as the meat hit the grill. In retro- 
spect, these results were hysterically 
poor, as were the methods. 

I did learn the right way to cook food 
over hot coals and when to apply the 
barbecue sauce, and [I still love to cook 
food on the grill, but true barbecue I 
leave to the experts. Wood-burning 
ovens, long-simmered sauces and won- 
derful cuts of meat make authentic bar- 
becue joints impossible to compete 
with. Thank God. 

With summer on its way, I decided to 
do my own survey of some of these 
authentic barbecue joints — three in 
San Francisco and two in Oakland. My 
old-time favorite, Flints, has three 
locations: two in Oakland and one in 
Berkeley. Everett and Jones has four: 
The San Francisco store is in a rather 
funky part of town, but to tell you the 
truth, I’d rather risk my life to eat this 
magical food than snooze through a 
mediocre meal in ‘‘safe’’ Pacific 
Heights. No joke — call your order in 
ahead of time for the Hunters Point 
store, pick it up and enjoy the feast at 





home. There’s no seating available for 
Flints and Brothers-In-Law, either, but 
Brothers has plenty of parking. 

There’s one guideline I’d like to 

share with you for ordering barbecue: 
Choose the mild or medium sauce. Yes, 
even asbestos-mouth Hazen has her 
limits and hot barbecue sauce is easily 
over the limit. You see, Asian hot, 
Mexican hot and Indian hot are all 
found in bits and pieces within the 
backdrop of the food and flavors. 
Quite often you can add more heat to 
suit your particular taste, but barbecue 
is another story. Sure, one bite of the 
heady hot sauce is wonderful, but 
eating a large quantity of meat and 
poultry slathered with it is asking for 
trouble. An option that pleases me is to 
simply mix the two sauces in equal pro- 
portions, thus creating the heat element 
you like. Believe me, even the ‘‘mild’”’ 
sauce is usually quite spicy, and certain- 
ly very flavorful. The balance between 
a piquant, peppery sauce and the meat 
is a delicate one, and both should be 
tasted and enjoyed equally — why 
cancel out the natural flavors of the 
food with a fire-like sauce? 

As with many foods that make gen- 
erous use of red and black peppers, a 
cooling side dish goes well with barbe- 
cue. Potato or macaroni salad and cole- 
slaw serve their purpose quite well. I 
usually make some at home because 
barbecue joints aren’t known for the 
excellence of their salads: A green salad 
makes a great side dish, too. 

With these words of preparation, 
forge ahead and enjoy the spicy, messy, 
meaty delights of American barbecue. 


I’ve been enjoying Everett and 
Jones (5130 Third St., SF, 822-7728) 
for years. This funky, heavenly smell- 
ing joint serves up some of the most au- 
thentic food around. Popular with lots 
of different kinds of people, it has to 
rank as one of the best barbecue places 
in the Bay Area. The wood-burning 
oven, stoked with oak, is just to the 
right of the door, so it’s easy to peek at 
the food inside the inferno-like cavities. 

The standard plate, sandwiches and 
dinners are available at Everett and 
Jones, but the two-way ($7.50), three- 
way ($9.50) and four-way ($12.80) 
combinations are always the most 
economical and interesting. After all, 
barbecue is best enjoyed by several peo- 
ple. Brisket of beef is used for the beef 
barbecue, and the links are beef as well. 
Juicy and slightly red in hue from 
assorted spices, the links are pleasantly 
coarse and very tender — no tough cas- 
ings here. Pork ribs are equally tender, 
juicy and fatty, though not as meaty as 
some I have had. The chicken and beef 
brisket are wonderful as well. 

Everett and Jones’s sauce, deep in 
flavor and not too thick, is slightly 
sweet and quite peppery. Black pepper 
rather than an abundance of red pepper 
flakes gives this sauce its zing. The 
potato salad is OK, and the omnipres- 
ent white or wheat bread is included. 
Convenient hours make this a great 
place to pick up a meal any time. 

Ten years ago Leon’s (1911 
Fillmore, SF, 922-2436) seemed like a 
great barbecue. I’m not sure what hap- 
pened — either my taste has changed or 
the food has. Friends have agreed, 
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though, that it’s not what it used to be. 
The newly remodeled place on Fillmore 
fits in with the cute, gentrified neigh- 
borhood, and the decor is equally 
shiny, sterile and polished. I guess we 
could see this one coming. 

A selection of lunch plates, dinner 
plates, samplers and combinations pro- 
vide something for every size appetite. 
Side orders and even a barbecue ham- 
burger offer some alternatives that 
other, more traditional places don’t of- 
fer. One night we asked for two com- 
binations: ribs and beef ($11.95) and 
chicken and hot links ($11.95). Return- 
ing home we discovered no links — the 
order got mixed up, and we never did 
get to taste them. 

All plates are served with a choice of 
baked beans, potato salad, spaghetti or 
coleslaw and corn muffins. The muf- 
fins were dry and tasteless — don’t 
bother eating these fillers. Baked beans 
tasted bland and lifeless. The coleslaw 
had a strange green tint, but tasted 
good just the same. a 

I’m afraid to say that the food lacked 
character, just as the dining room does. 
Dry and tasteless chicken felt like it had 
been boiled rather roasted in a wood 
oven. The sauce was spooned onto it 
after it was heated in the microwave. 
Ribs were meaty enough and somewhat 
tasty, as was the beef, but once again, 
both lacked character. 

Walk into Brothers-In-Law (705 
Divisadero, 931-RIBS; also at 2666 
Geneva, 467-9335), inhale the incredi- 
ble aromas and your mouth will start to 
water. Now we’re talking barbecue. If 
you’re lucky, ‘“‘brother-inlaw’’ will 
slip you a piece of homemade all-beef 
sausage while you wait for your order. 
The wood-burning ovens and the 
hickory flavor make for some of the 
most tender and flavorful meat and 
chicken around. This food, especially 
the chicken, doesn’t even need barbecue 
sauce to make it taste good. — just the 
slow cooking, even heat and hickory 
wood used for cooking is enough. 

Don’t get me wrong, though — the 
sauce is heaven. Mild or spicy or acom- 
bination of both put this barbecue into 
the sublime category. Single portions 
($7-$9.85), two-ways ($9.85) or four- 
ways ($18) are available, but the four- 
way is the best bet, and enough to feed 
four to six people. The four-way gets 
you one of the most moist and tender 
half-chickens ever tasted, melt-in-your- 
mouth beef brisket, juicy pork ribs and 
to-die-for spicy beef links, enough 
sauce for a lifetime and a choice of 
spaghetti, potato salad or coleslaw. 

The two salads are fine examples of 
the pure dedication that goes into all 
the food at Brothers-In-Law — they’re 
fresh, tasty and good all on their own. 
Fillers and mushy, bland salads are ob- 
viously not an option here. The sweet 
potato pie is one of the best, and if by 
any chance you can fit one more 
mouthful of anything into your face, 
try one. 

If you’re in the mood for some exotic 
barbecue, Doug’s (3600 San Pablo, 
Emeryville, 655-9048/9049) is the place 
to go. Besides the traditional links, 
beef, chicken and ribs, Doug’s offers 
barbecued goat and lamb. Fried turkey 
and smoked turkey are also available 
most of the time. After tasting almost 
everything ca the ‘“‘menu,”’ I’m hard- 
pressed to make a sensible decision 
when it comes time to order. Each item 
is cgoked to perfection and sauced with 
a slightly sweet, robust sauce. The mild 
sauce at Doug’s seems a bit milder than 
most, so mixing mild and spicy would 
definitely be an option. 

This Texas-style barbecue joint has 
the usual “‘orders”’ and sandwiches in 
addition to two-way ($7.85) and three- 
way ($13) combinations. These are real 
bargain prices for plentiful portions of 
tasty barbecue. The lamb breast makes 

for a wonderful sample of ribs, juicy 
and flavorful with crispy skin and meat 
that falls off the bones. What atreat for 
lamb lovers! 

The goat is equally delicious, as 


tender and moist as can be. It’s cooked 
on the bone and sliced off into shreds 
and sauced just before you take it home. 
The links are particularly good: Even 
though they’re not made in-house, 
they’re sensational. The essence of these 
fine-grained, slightly spicy beef links 
with melt-in-your-mouth casings hits the 
back of the throat with a little heat. 

Not only can you order smoked or 
deep-fried turkey, but you can also 
bring in your own turkey and Doug will 
smoke it for you for $1.75 a pound, or 
fry it for $2 a pound. Once you wrap 
your lips around a chunk of rosy- 
colored fried turkey with a slightly 
smoky taste, you’ll change any ideas 
you might have had about frying a 
turkey whole. The firm and lean smoked 
turkey is irresistible as well. 

Fresh and tasting a bit of nutmeg, the 
potato salad is cool and tasty. Baked 
beans are tender but firm and sur- 
rounded by a thick, sweet-with- 
molasses sauce, perfectly seasoned. You 
may want to end your meal with an as- 
sortment of homemade pies ($2): blue- 
berry, apple, cherry or my favorite, 
sweet potato. The crust is golden brown 
and flaky, as it should be, while the 
sweet, slightly textured filling is dense 
and rich with plenty of sugar, butter 
and spices. 

If you want to stir up a little conver- 
sation about good ol’ American barbe- 
cue, then be sure to dig into some bar- 
becued goat or lamb here. The flavors 
are wonderful — not at all gamey — 
and both can be a welcome and exciting 
change of pace from the more familiar 
types of meat. 

Flint’s (3114 San Pablo, Oakl., 
658-9912) was one of the first real bar- 
becue places I visited in the Bay Area, 
and I’ve always had a soft spot for the 
store on San Pablo. The Shattuck 
branch usually has a line out the door, 
but I still prefer the food at the original 
San Pablo location. 

Oak wood-fired ovens and prime 
wholesome cuts of beef and pork make 
this barbecue irresistible. The sauce 
comes in three intensities: mild, 
medium and hot. I asked for a com- 
bination of mild and medium, and the 
results were mildly spicy. Comparative- 
ly speaking, the medium is pretty tame 
— I would steer toward a combination 
of medium and hot. They’ll give you 
extra sauce if you ask, maybe even ex- 
tra potato salad. The ever-so-popular 
three-way is only $8.70 at Flint’s. The 
portions are generous and the sauce is 
plentiful. An order of chicken will run 
you $4.75 and the beef and pork ribs 
are around $5.75. These prices, the 
aromas and the juicy, piping-hot meats 
will probably encourage overeating — 
and why not? 

The moderately spicy homemade 
beef links have a coarse texture with 
tender casings. They’re really tremen- 
dous. Small and succulent pork ribs are 
as juicy and toothsome as any I have 
tasted. In contrast, the beef ribs, large 
and imposing, are a bit chewy — not 
much meat for the size of the rib. The 
beef at Flint’s is quite different in tex- 
ture from that in most of the other bar- 
becue places. Firm and sliced much 
thicker, the beef is really tasty and hasa 
much ‘‘chunkier”’ feeling in the mouth. 

Chicken here is cooked to perfec- 
tion, moist and juicy. The chicken, and 
the ribs and beef as well, would be fine 
on their own, but the barbecue sauce 
makes them sensational. Deep and full- 
flavored, this sauce seems lighter than 
others, but I can’t imagine how that 
could be. Smooth in texture and of a 
perfect thickness, the sauce is well 
balanced. 

One word of advice, especially if 
you're driving back to San Francisco: 
Bring your own containers, with lids. 
Flint’s doesn’t even have tin foil, much 
less to-go containers. A short hop 
across the bridge with a bow] in the car 
is worth the sublime barbecue waiting 
onthe other side.

HEN THERE is the tomb- 

stone of Hector ‘‘Felix the 

Cat’’ Miranda, an abrasive 

columnist and co-director of 

the maverick Tijuana weekly 
ZETA, who was gunned down gang- 
land-style on the freeway on his way to 
work in April 1988. Although local 
authorities are now trying to make the 
murder out to be a crime of homo- 
sexual passion, in custody for the 
murder is the security chief of Tijuana, 
racetrack owner Jorge Hank Rhon, son 
of the nation’s tourism secretary and a 
personality the Gato regularly scratched 
in his three-dot diatribes. 

The arrest of Victoriano Medina 
several weeks after the murder was an 
exception to the lack of resolution of 
other journalistic killings. At least 20 
of the killers of Mexico’s news men 
and women have never been brought 
to justice. 

Then there was Hermalina 
Bejarano, a Ciudad Juarez TV news- 
caster, executed along with her mother 
and her chauffeur by Judicial Police 
madrinas (unofficial agents), just days 
after last year’s presidential election, in 
what has been described as a matter of 
‘‘mistaken identity’ — something to do 
with drugs and the wrong big black 
Cat. >? 
I was thinking a lot about 
Bejarano while on a recent reporting 
tour of the republic. Her death was the 
result of the random violence all too 
pervasive in Mexico today and usually 
involving drugs and corrupt police, two 
subjects I cover often. Such violence 
becomes less random the closer a 
reporter gets to this kind of story, 
which, in Mexico — a nation where the 
art of public lying is a fine one — is 
always the story behind the story. 

Getting that story is becoming a 
high-risk venture for me. In the past 
three months I’ve been shot at twice, 
once on the Costa Grande of Guerrero 
state while interviewing a retired 
guerilla fighter who is now a supporter 
of left leader Cuauhtemoc Cardenas. 
Although the house in which the inter- 
view was conducted was hit twice by 
gunfire while I was in attendance, I 
don’t know whether the message was 
meant for me or my interviewee. 

The next round of bullets popped 
about my shoes this past May 19th, just 
outside of Tijuana Baja California, 
while I was prowling a public road 
overlooking a suspect toxic waste in- 
cinerator owned jointly by the 
U.S.-based Waste Management Incor- 
porated and a Tijuana land baron and 
administered by Mexico’s Secretary of 
Urban Development and Ecology. 

In between these two events, I was 
assaulted by a PRI hatchetman in 
Ensenada during a nervous moment in 
the governor’s race in that state, and 
slammed in the chest by a Mexican 
sailor with the butt of his machine gun 
when I tried to interview families of 
prisoners about to set sail from 
Mazatlan for Mexico’s Devil’s Island, 
the Tres Marias. 

Being at the hot point of thestory has 
its rewards but one wonders who, 
besides the government(s), is reading 
what I’m reporting. I am just paranoid 
enough to consider that if I don’t get 
killed around the next hairpin turn on 
the brakeless bus or swiss-cheesed by 
the military at the army roadblock just 
up ahead, that ‘‘Freedom of Expres- 
sion Day”’ is designed to finish me off. 

Being the first foreign correspondent 
on the UPD’s dead list is not in my 
resume’s future. The fact is, I am con- 
sidering all offers to abandon the news 
racket and fashion fiction instead. 
Although it might be less strange than 
what passes for reality here, magic 
realism somehow seems more life- 
affirming than the homicidal world of 
Mexican journalism. |

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INVESTING 
AND INFLATION 


Long-term investments can be risky 
these days

UST. LIKE SHOPPING for 
fruit juice, determining the dif- 
ference between what’s real and 
unreal in the investment world 
requires a skeptical attitude and 
good long division skills. 

Take, for example, interest rates. In 
recent months the U.S. Treasury has 
been offering close toa 9 percent rate of 
interest to buyers of its 30-year bonds. 
So if you had decided to go for sucha 
deal and shelled out $1,000, you would 
have been guaranteed an annual inter- 
est payment of 90 bucks. And when 
Uncle Sam’s 30-year IOU came due in 
2019, you’d have his pledge to make 
good on your one-grand loan. 

The U.S. Treasury, of course, has 
the top credit rating in town. After all, 
it has the presses to print whatever 
money it needs to pay its debts. Conse- 
quently its IOUs are considered about 
as for-real as you can get: 

But if you were a prudent investor, 
you’d also want to do a simple reality 
check on that 9 percent interest rate 
before you pulled out your checkbook. 
And when it comes to interest rates, the 
way to separate the real from the unreal 
is to look at the rate of inflation. 

Based on its increase in the first four 
months, the Consumer Price Index should 
jump about 6 percent for all of 1989. 
Subtract this 6 percent annual inflation 
rate from the 9 percent T-bond rate, 
and you have the real rate of interest 
Uncle Sam is promising to pay on his 30- 
year IOUs: A far less seductive 3 percent. 

Play it again Uncle Sam, you’re say- 
ing. Those kinds of number tricks al- 
ways blow right by your brain cells. OK. 
I’ll try to make the effect of inflation on 
interest rates a little more real for you. 

Let’s assume we have a bond buyer 
who’s also a film connoisseur, with a 
special addiction to Casablanca. And 
the plan is to use all of the interest on 
that $1,000 T-bond to rent the video 
version of the cinema classic. In year 
one, at a $3 fee per night, the 90 bucks 
in interest would pay for 30 rentals. But 
as time goes by, the rental price is sure 
to increase with inflation. 

After 12 years, with an average an- 
nual inflation rate of 6 percent, our 
Casablanca junkie would get a Bogart- 
Bergman fix only 15 times a year. A 
mere seven nights in Casablanca would 
be all the 90 bucks would buy after 24 
years. And in 30 years, video rentals 
_ would be limited to a handful of special 
occasions, like Woody Allen’s birthday. 

I imagine you’ve got the picture by 
now. When inflation is running at 6 
percent, a 9 percent rate of interest is 
cut down to reality awfully fast. And 
although the economic power brokers 
in Washington are currently tolerating 
inflation of 5 to 6 percent, it’s worth re- 





membering the 4.5 percent inflation 
rate in 1972 was so frightening to the 
men in charge of the economy then that 
they got President Nixon to impose 
nationwide wage and price controls. 

Are T-bonds a foolish place to invest 
your money when their real rate of inter- 
est is 3 percent and inflation seems to be 
on the rise? If you round up and inter- 
rogate the usual suspects on Wall Street, 
you’ll get very conflicting opinions. 

Merrill Lynch is sanguine that the 
battle to beat back inflation will be won, 
and the firm expects interest rates to 
drop. Therefore, they’re bullish on 
bonds and have been sponsoring a major 
ad campaign telling investors to buy now. 
However, other economic forecasters are 
less optimistic. Gazing at their cloudier 
crystal balls, they foresee higher con- 
sumer prices, higher interest rates and 
lower bond prices in our future. 

What all the analysts do agree on, 
however, is that U.S. Treasury bonds 
are no more the secure, long-term in- 
vestment of old. Instead, because inter- 
est rates have become far more volatile 
than in the past, T-bonds are now as 
much of a speculation as the stock mar- 
ket. In fact, following the financial 
deregulation of the late 1970s and early 
”80s, the formerly stable Treasury bond 
prices have actually fluctuated more 
wildly than the average stock. 

Therefore, whatever your original 
intention, if you invest in T-bonds 
you’re gambling on the direction of in- 
flation and interest rates. And not even 
Wall Street’s 300-grand-a-year Harvard 
MBAs are overconfident enough to say 
for certain where these numbers will be 
in a year, much less in 30 years. 

All right. You were never too keen on 
U.S. Treasury bonds anyway. For one, 
they’re not a socially responsible invest- 
ment, given the billions the Treasury 
shoots over to the Defense Department 
for those new nuclear missiles. 

Nevertheless, it’s worth devoting 
some attention to the real rate of inter- 
est. When it’s heading down and the in- 
flation rate has been moving up, which 
is what happened so far this year, stash- 
ing your cash in long-term securities is 
especially risky business, whether 
they’re 30-year T-bonds, ten-year sav- 
ings bonds or even a federally insured 
five-year bank CD. Investing your $1,000 
in something shorter-term is a lot safer. 

What if all you’ve got is a couple of 20s 
in savings left to invest after paying for 
your VCR? Well, you might think about 
buying rather than renting that Casa- 
blanca video. And if you haven’t even 
been able to save enough for a VCR? Oh 
well —here’slookingat you, kid.

HEALING 


Herbalist Jeanne Rose’s books show 
how to use plants for healing

T AMUSES HERBALIST and 

author Jeanne Rose to imagine 

people 1,000 years from now 

finding her remains and wonder- 

ing what special role she played in 
our society. Wouldn’t a person have to 
have been out of the ordinary to sport a 
blue tooth on one side of her mouth 
and a lavender tooth, inlaid with a 
porcelain rose and surrounded with 
silver, on the other? 

Rose had her psychedelic dental 
work done in the late ’60s, a time when 
many were determined to reweave 
nature back into their urban lives. Rose 
thinks of it as a bit of the sky there on 
the left when she grins. ‘‘A little 
beacon,”’ she calls it. 

Rose herself has been a beacon of 
joyful self-sufficiency in this country’s 
back-to-nature movement ever since 
writing Herbs and Things: Jeanne 
Rose’s Herbal Body Book (Perigee, 
1969; $9.95), a popular source of herb 
information. Rose’s second and third 
books, Jeanne Rose’s Herbal Body 
Book (Putnam, $9.95) and Jeanne 
Rose’s Herbal Guide to Inner Health 
(Putnam, $9.95), offered readers a 
healthy dose of history and lore, myth 
and science, in addition to information 
on using herbs for beauty and healing. 
In all, she’s had six books published 
and has contributed to two others, but 
it’s an unpublished one that’s made her 
the most money. Several different book 
houses have bought it, then decided not 
to go forward. One editor even told her 
that herbs are no longer “‘popular.”’ 

Apparently that editor hadn’t done 
her homework. ‘‘Our business is in- 
creasing at about 50 percent per year,”’ 
reports Barry Meltzer, president of the 
San Francisco Herb and Natural Food 
Company in Emeryville. (Meltzer also 
owns the San Francisco-based Nature’s 
Herb Company, which packages and 
sells Rose’s respiratory formula, called 
NoWheeze Tea.) ‘‘There seems to be 
tremendous interest in herbs,”’ he says. 

Rose is too much of a fighter to let 
1,000 pages of manuscript lie fallow. 
She will publish it herself, as The Herbal 
Studies Course by Correspondence, in- 
cluding sections entitled ‘“The Seasonal 
Herbal,’’ ‘“The Medicinal Herbal” and 
“‘The Reference Herbal.’’ Because herb- 
alists are not licensed in California 
and cannot practice medicinal thera- 
peutics, the course offers a certificate 
of completion instead of a diploma. 

It is most distressing to Rose that 
there are no requirements for the edu- 
cation of an herbalist. For example, 
when a potential student wrote back to 
ask, ‘“Why do I need to know anatomy 
to be an herbalist?’’ Rose was shocked. 
“What if someone comes to you and 
says, ‘I have a pain right here below the 


ribs’? What if you treat them for a 
stomach problem and it’s really the 
liver?’’ she asks, her voice rising. 
Similarly, she’s outraged by the ap- 
parent lack of responsibility exhibited 
by herbal ‘‘formulators’’ who put lico- 
Tice (which causes edema and potas- 
sium loss) and ephedra (a potent cen- 
tral-nervous-system stimulant) in their 
herbal concoctions for respiratory ail- 
ments. Anyone on prednisone or other 
adrenocorticosteroid medications 
should not take either of these herbs. 

In fact, Rose knows all too intimate- 
ly the problems of severe respiratory 
distress. She was diagnosed with chron- 
ic obstructive pulmonary disease in 
1986, and has been struggling to regain 
her health ever since. She suspects the 
cause was an accumulation of assaults 
on her immune system, including 
poisoning by an herbicide (commonly 
called ‘‘Agent Orange’’) while collect- 
ing field samples at the Watermelon In- 
vestigation Laboratory in Leesburg, 
Florida, from 1960 to 1963. She still 
takes medication through an aerosol 
machine four times a day, and counts 
improvement by the season. 

She didn’t, however, abandon alter- 
native medicine entirely. After the ini- 
tial crisis was over, it’s been osteopathic 
manipulation, chiropractic adjust- 
ments, acupuncture, vitamin and min- 
eral (orthomolecular) therapy and, of 
course, herbs, that have moved her 
along the path of healing. (‘‘I don’t 
think you can get well in a hospital,”’ 
she says.) 

What Rose knows about healing 
plants comes not only from her per- 
sonal study, but also from her family 
history. ‘It was Mom who taught me 
to grind up almonds and put them in 
my hair in the wintertime, when it was 
cold and rainy, to clean out excess 
grease,”’ she recalls. And it was her 
father who grew food in the yard of her 
suburban home. But it was Rose’s own 
enthusiasm for learning and sharing 
what she knows that launched her 
career and has kept it afloat all these 
years. After all, it isn’t your ordinary 
San Franciscan who can sport a vanity 
license plate that reads ‘“BLU2TH”’ — 
and mean it!

NOODLE HEAVEN 


Hand-pulled noodles are the house specialty 
at Kirin Chinese restaurant

*VE BEEN ENJOYING Kirin 
restaurant for 13 years now — 
that seems like an awfully long 
time to love one place. In the be- 
ginning I ate there at least once 
a week, but even as I discovered new 
and different Chinese restaurants I re- 
mained loyal to Kirin because I loved its 
food the best. After all, it was Kirin that 
introduced me to the true joys of Chinese 
food. Recently I returned once again, but 
this time my purpose was to share the 
poetry of the food and spirit there. 

Kirin, actually a Japanese name, is 
owned by a Korean couple. Mr. Chu 
and his wife specialize in hand-pulled 
noodles, a slice of heaven for those who 
adore Chinese noodles — or noodles of 
any kind, for that matter. If you’re 
lucky you may wander in one day when 
they’re making the noodles. The rib- 
bons of soft, supple white dough are 
tossed in the air with such grace and 
skill, it’s truly amazing. 

In my opinion, Kirin still holds the 
top prize for potstickers ($3.50). 
Tender dough packets filled with suc- 
culent, perfectly spiced pork and 
vegetables are juicy and plump. The 
traditional soy sauce, chili oil and 
vinegar condiments for potstickers are 
always on each table. 

One of my favorite starters is Mu 
Shu Pork ($5.95). The combination of 
delicate pancakes, shredded green 
onion, the most wonderful dark and 
sultry plum sauce and the balanced dish 
made from pork, eggs, cabbage and 
onions is always good and quite plenti- 
ful. First you spread the sauce on the 
‘‘crepe,’’ then you top it with a few 
onions and a bit of the pork mixture. 
Wrap this up and get ready for one of 
the most exciting taste-and-texture 
combinations around. 

If your party is four or more, be sure 
to sample one of the braised or steamed 
whole fish dishes. We tried hot braised 
Fish ala Kirin ($11.95), were as de- 
lighted as could be. A whole rock cod, 
lightly fried and served with a rich and 


spicy dark brown sauce, will not be for- 
gotten. Tender white chunks of fish 
aren’t overpowered by the sauce of gin- 
ger, slices of garlic, red pepper and 
many other flavorful ingredients. 
Dried sauteed string beans seems to bea 
favorite with most of my friends, but 
when asparagus is in season I like to 
have that. The asparagus ($5) is pre- 
pared the same way as the string beans, 
fried in a blazing hot wok and served 
with tiny bits of dried pork, garlic and 
onion. Both are wonderful, especially 
with a pork or beef dish. 

Having tasted almost every beef dish 
on the menu (there are about 14) makes 
choosing difficult, because all are dis- 
tinct and delicious. Since Byron, my 
waiter of 13 years, knew that one of our 
friends loves Mongolian Beef ($6.95), 
he suggested we order it. Byron served 
us with the usual grace and care that 
comes from having great pride in your 
work and knowing your customers so 
well. The Mongolian Beef, thin slices of 
tender beef, green onions and fried cel- 
lophane noodles in a light and slightly 
hot sauce, was once again flawless and 
very plentiful. 

The hand-pulled noodles can be or- 
dered with any combination listed on 
the menu. We chose the combination 
that provided us with a sample of 
squid, prawns, scallops, chicken and 
vegetables along with fried noodles 
($4.75). These gold-colored, slightly 
chewy noodles havea texture complete- 
ly different from and superior to com- 
mercial varieties. The pleasant smoky 
taste from the intense heat of the wok is 
one of my favorite aspects of Chinese 
cooking. I’m sure once you wrap your 
lips around a plate of these delicacies 
you’ll be as spoiled as I am. One of the 
best noodle dishes frequently eaten by 
the Chinese customers is noodles with 
plum sauce ($4.75). Both this and 
noodles with seafood are terrific. 

Hot-and-sour soup, hacked chicken 
with hot sauce, hot-dry-pork and chicken 
and eggplant with garlic sauce are some 
of my other standard favorites at Kirin. 
Kirin beer ($2) and a pinot chardonnay 


for $9.50 were enjoyed with all of the 
different dishes. Service is always effi- 
cient and cordial, and the food is con- 
sistently superlative. You too may be- 
comea regular at Kirin! |

ing’s lyrical, Angela Maria 
Blasi’s Musetta's a willful de- 
light, Luca Canonici's Rodolfo 
works well with Jose Carrera’s 
voice and Gino Quilico’s equal- 
ly convincing as Musetta’s 
jealous lover, Marcello. But, 
on a lesser scale, although 
writer/director Luigi Comencini 
makes enhancing changes in 
Giacomo Puccini's 1910 art- 
ists-starving-in-a-garret story 
of Mimi and Rodolfo's love and 
the ensuing tragedy, he fails to 
fill in the opera's disconcerting 
omissions, No sooner are the 
blissful lovers together than 
they're apart, with Rodolfo 
inexplicably accusing Mimi of 
an affair. Did we miss it in the 
last ten seconds? Now she's 
too soon terminally ill, and al- 
though Hendricks’ voice cer- 
tainly evokes Mimi, her acting 
doesn't. But what finally 
renders Comencini’s version 
off-key is his changing of only 
certain aspects of the opera 
and not others, which, in the 
end, makes it all fall flat.

Comic Book Confidential 
You've come a long way, baby, 
could be Canadian documen- 
tarian Ron Mann's motto, as 
he traces the development of 
the often-maligned comic book 
art form from the '30’s first 
family funnies to the anything- 
goes present day. In the early 
"30s, superheroes Superman 
and Batman and Jack Kirby's 
Captain America came into 
their own, '40s G.I.s read Will 
Eisner's ‘‘The Spirit,”’ and in 
the '50s, William Gaines’ MAD 
Magazine made fun of just 
about everything as its Harvey 
Kurtzman even satirized the 
McCarthy hearings. Through- 
out the film, readings, under- 
LSD-invented underground 
comics and interviews with 
more than 20 of the seminal 
comic book artists are intercut 
with historical footage, state- 
of-the-art animation, graphics 
and a spirited soundtrack, but 
Mann’s movie peaks about 
two-thirds of the way through, 
just before the advent of the 
‘60s, not to pick itself up again 
until the end. Nevertheless, 
comic book aficionados won't 
want to miss it. (Wed/28- 
Tues/11 at Roxie, SF.; Wed/5- 
Tues/11 at UC Theatre, Berk.)

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IKE Superman, 
Canadian documentary filmmaker 
Ron Mann has been a champion of 
the underdog. ‘‘Documentaries are 
always perceived as sub-art, 

sort of like comic books,”’ 

he declares. 

So it’s fitting that Mann’s latest 
work, opening today at the Roxie, 
is a documentary about comic books. 
Comic Book Confidential, a hit 
at the Berlin Film Festival 
and the last San Francisco Film 
Festival, traces the more than 
50 year history of that popular art 
form, often overlooked as a puerile 
or perverse medium, but now 
renewing its mass-market appeal 
through such big-budget live-action 
productions as the Superman series 
and Batman. 

Out of dozens of interviews with 
people in the comic book world, 
conducted across the U.S. over two- 
and-a-half years, Mann has chosen 22 
representatives, from 72-year-old Will 
Eisner (creator of Sheena and The 
Spirit) and Mad magazine 
publisher William F. Gaines to the 
underground comic hippies of the 
Sixties and more recent avant-garde 
artists. Illustrating the 
content of the interviews are

selections from the artists’ work 
and documentary footage of the 
attempts to censor comics in the 
Fifties. 

Several of the San Francisco-based 
artists involved in the creation of the 
visionary and graphic Zap Comix two 
decades ago witnessed the New York 
premiere of the film earlier this 
month, as well as a gallery exhibit 
across town of original art from the 
just released Zap/2. 

Spain, a Mission District resident 
and creator of Zap’s Hispanic 
superhero Trashman, was ‘‘surprised 
as heck’’ that Allen Ginsberg, 
Blondie and scores of young fans 
lined up for both the film and the 
gallery show. 

Victor Moscoso, arguably the most 
visionary of the Zap crowd, 
will be present with Spain, Zippy 
creator Bill Griffith and other local 
luminaries to welcome the film to the 
Roxie on June 28th. ‘‘You’ll see a 
hereditary artistic continuum, the way 
there is in music and all art forms, 
where you build upon the past,’ 
Moscoso promises. Veteran Eisner 
states simply that ‘‘I’ve waited 40 
years for this film.’’

FURIOUS 
FEET 


THE DANCE Brigade’s annual ‘‘Furious 
Feet Festival’ has become something of a 
Bay Area tradition. What makes these 
revolutionaries of social change so appeal- 
ing is that for all the seriousness of their 
politics, they are an upbéat, optimistic 
group of performers who push their point 
of view with panache and style. There’sno 
heavy-handed social realism with mes- 
sages that beat you over the head. Instead, 
the shows address issues with seriousness 
as well as joy and an often uproarious 
sense of humor. 

This year’s festival includes a visit by 
Barro Rojo from Mexico City, a group 
that co-director Krissy Keefer describes as 
similar in outlook to the Dance Brigade, in 
the way the dancers are “‘modern, accessi- 
ble, earthy and athletic’? — and bring to

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the stage issues not usually seen on the 
dance floor. They are joined by San Jose 
Taiko and Oakland’s Nuba Dance 
Theater in a piece about South Africa. 

The centerpiece of the performances is 
a world premiere, ‘““White Wing Mercy,” 
by the Dance Brigade itself. Set to a score 
that’s performed live by Canadian com- 
poser Ferron, who in Keefer’s words 
comes out of the “‘women’s music scene,” 
it deals with the subject of child abuse. 
“It’s something I have wanted to do for a 
long time, ever since I read a book about 
child-rearing practices in pre-Hitler Ger- 
many,’’ Keefer says. ‘‘A society that beats 
its children is in crisis. And there are so 
many children here who are not going to 
survive, whether their abuse is mental, 
physical or emotional.’’ The Dance 
Brigade, ever positive and hopeful, 
created the work around the need for safe 
spaces, which in this case includes a 
dreamworld of trapezes and treehouses. 

Just for good measure, lest the pro- 
gram become overly serious, the organi- 
zers have also included ‘‘The Visitation,” 
choreographed by performance artists 
Ruth Zapora, in which co-directors 
Keefer and Nina Fichter appear as the 
reincarnation ‘of Russian greats Anna 
Pavlova and Vaslav Nijinsky.

30th and July Ist at 8 pm. 652-5322.

NosBoby's DARLING 


Holly Hughes celebrates her sexuality 
without surrendering her power 


WORLD WITHOUT END. By Holly 
Hughes, directed by Kate Stafford. At 
Life on the Water, Fort Mason, SF.

RITER-performer 
Holly Hughes is one 
subversive woman. 
Stalking the stage 
in a cherry satin off- 
the-shoulder cocktail dress and shim- 
mery gold high heels, shaking her 
blonde-streaked pageboy hair and lick- 
ing her lips, she comes on bad girl- 
tough one moment and gamine-vulner- 
able the next. First she drinks the water 
from a vase of roses. Then she leans 
forward to ask you along on a fantasy 
journey back to her Saginaw, Michigan 
girlhood. You’re not sure if it’s a pro- 
position or a dare, but either way, you 
want to go — who could resist such a 
beguiling guide? 

In the solo show World Without 
End, currently playing at Life on the 
Water, Hughes does what few women 
have been able to pull off onstage: cele- 
brate her sexuality without surren- 
dering her power. She does it by keep- 
ing you guessing about her erotic pref- 
erences, and by shifting from sensuous 
girlhood memories to feminist rages to 
sharp, rapturous tales of lovemaking. 
She does it, to echo an old Alice Walker 
poem, by being nobody’s darling. 





Except, that is, her mother’s. The 
piece is a kind of paean to Hughes’ 
mother, a Midwestern Molly Bloom, a 
ripe ‘‘tomato,’’ a fount of sex and 
desire and life force. In the first of 
many vivid and funny anecdotes, 
Hughes describes her dying mother 
flirting boldly with a handsome par- 
amedic. ‘“‘Let him take what he 
wants,’’ she whispers to her daughter. 
“‘There’s lots more.’’ Another, more 
disturbing story recalls (or perhaps fan- 
tasizes) her mother chopping a live por- 
cupine to bits, then handing the bloody 
guts to her kids ‘‘for a science project.”’ 
And in the most extended memory, 
Hughes remembers taking a shared 
bath with her parent and seeing ‘‘Jesus 
between my mother’s legs.”’ 

Sex, death, redemption, ecstasy, 
danger — all mingle in Hughes’ lyrical 
language, and in her sly, chameleon 
persona. 

Other writers who’ve defined and 
celebrated a woman’s sensual power — 
Sappho, Mirabai, Colette, Nin — 
come to mind as you listen and watch. 

But for all her celebration of sex, 
Hughes doesn’t want us to forget that 
“hate is the dark side of love,’’ and that 
misogyny is alive and well. A didactic 
rap about battered women, rape and 
the Joel and Hedda Steinberg case 
stops the piece cold for a stretch — not 
because the subject’s too harsh, but be- 
cause the tempo’s too flat. Hughes 
makes her point more effectively later, 


when she quotes the reactions of men at 
her mother’s funeral — men who mis- 
took that life-embracing sexuality for 
gaudy sin. 

Winding along its wild, poetic track, 
World Without End climaxes with a 
magnificent pair of word-pictures. One 
conjures a liberated Adam and Eve 
trysting in a “‘walk-up Garden of 
Eden,”’ re-inventing love in their own 
image. The other unites Holly’s father 
and mother in a passionate deathbed 
kiss, while ripe apples fall from a tree 
outside the bedroom window. ‘‘After 
she’s gone, we’ll still have pie,’’ the 
father says, in a image of such homely 
transcendence it makes you gasp. 

From what I can gather, World 
Without End is a departure for 
Hughes. A star of New York’s fem- 
inist-lesbian cafe theater scene, she’s 
best known for her appropriations of 
pulp-style drama — a genre dubbed 
“Dyke Noir.’’ Dress Suits to Hire, 
Hughes’ pun-studded intrigue between 
two sashaying vamps (played by two 
actresses in female drag) was seen last at 
Life on the Water. 

Though strikingly different from one 
another, both Dress Suits and World 
Without End challenge all standard 
definitions of the ‘‘good woman.”’ In 
World Without End, Hughes sets 
about tracing the wellsprings of her 
own womanliness in the most original, 
intoxicating language I’ve heard in the 
theater in along time. |

PIKE LEE burst on the scene 

three years ago with Shes 

Gotta Have It, creating the 

kind of impact Ken Russell 

made in 1970 with Women in 
Love. They’ve both had their ups and 
downs, but Lee’s new film is his best by 
far while Russell’s latest, though not his 
worst, is his tamest and thus perhaps 
his least interesting. 

In Do the Right Thing, Lee brings to 
life a block of his Bedford-Stuyvesant 
neighborhood peopled with a variety of 
interesting characters representing five 
ethnic groups and three generations. 
He cuts between them and has them in- 
teract in different configurations until 
they come together in a violent climax; 
structurally the film is similar to Robert 
Altman’s Nashville. 

After what looks like an exercise 
video behind the opening credits, the 
story begins with an echo of the ‘“‘Wake 
up!”’ cry that ended Lee’s last film, the 
messy and muddled School Daze. This 
time it’s voiced by the neighborhood 
DJ, ‘‘Mister Senor Love Daddy”’ (Sam 
Jackson), who maintains a running 
commentary, somewhat like Wolfman 
Jack in American Graffiti. 

The center of the action is Sal’s 
Famous Pizzeria, which Sal (Danny 
Aiello) has been running for 25 years as 
blacks and Puerto Ricans moved into 
the neighborhood and Italian-Amer- 
icans moved out. Most of the local kids 
were raised on his pizza, as were his own 
sons, the benevolent Vito (Richard Ed- 
son) and the angry Pino (John 
Turturro). 

It’s the hottest day of the year, the 
kind of day when simple misunder- 
standings can escalate out of control. 
Buggin Out (Giancarlo Esposito), the 
local militant with more principles than 


brains, bugs Sal about the Italian- 
Americans whose photos grace his 
‘Wall of Fame’’: ‘‘How come there 
ain’t no brothers up on the wall?’ 
When Sal finally throws him out he 
tries to organize a boycott, but gets lit- 
tle support. Another malcontent is 
Radio Raheem (Bill Nunn), whose 
ghetto blaster is larger than my office. 
He resents being asked to turn it down 
inside the pizzeria. 

Mookie (Spike Lee) delivers pizzas 
for Sal, goofing off a lot but essentially 
taking pride in working for a living. He 
lives mostly with his sister (Joie Lee), 
even though he has a lover (Rosie Perez) 
and son down the street. When the shrill 
Perez gets on his case it becomes obvious 
why he doesn’t hang around. 

Among the local characters are semi- 
dignified drunk Da Mayor (Ossie Davis) 
and the woman he wants to get close to, 
Mother Sister (Ruby Dee), who spends 
her time watching the neighborhood 
from her window. It’s great to see Dee 
and Davis, the elder statescouple of the 
black acting community, in roles almost 
worthy of their talent. 

A trio of middle-aged black men sit 
around signifying — or whatever it’s 
called these days (‘‘You’re 30 cents 
away from havin’ a quarter’’). Two of 
them complain about the hard-work- 
ing Korean family that’s made a success 
of the market across the street while 
they haven’t achieved anything by sit- 
ting on their asses. The third, Sweet 
Dick Willie (Robin Harris), has some 
of the movie’s best lines, such as ‘‘If 
Mike Tyson even dream of whuppin’ 
my ass he better wake up and 
apologize.” 

Through it all wanders stammering 
Smiley (Roger Guenveur Smith), whose 
brain cries “‘Overload’’ at a single 
thought, selling photos of Martin 
Luther King Jr. and Malcolm X, whose 
contradictory philosophies send the au- 
dience out with something to talk about. 

Racial tensions are never not in 
evidence, but at midpoint Lee previews 
the explosion to come by having a mem- 
ber of each group deliver a diatribe 


against one of the others directly to the 
audience. Love Daddy interrupts to call 
a time-out and ask everyone to chill. 

A consistent edge of stylization 
throughout excuses the low-budget 
look of the climactic riot, though not 
Mother Sister’s confused reactions to 
it. You can find minor flaws aplenty in 
Do the Right Thing, but they’re not 
enough to keep it from being a major 
success. It’s the most exciting piece of 
cinema so far this year.

EN RUSSELL’S films general- 
K ly stir up astorm, but The Rain- 

bow hardly evokes a rustle, let 
alone the Russell of old. 

Thinking of The Rainbow as the pre- 
quel to Women in Love, which it is, will 
only confuse you. The repertory houses 
will surely show them together in the 
future (the Strand plays Women in Love 
tomorrow, June 29th, with The 
Unbearable Lightness of Being), but the 
pairing will prove a disappointment. 

The new film takes up the story of 
the two sisters from Women in Love 
some ten years earlier, focusing on 
Ursula, the less interesting one. 
Gudrun (played by Glenda McKay, 
who was named for Glenda Jackson 
after her mother saw the 1970 film 
while pregnant with her) has long 
blonde tresses instead of the auburn 
page-boy she will have a decade later. 
Both stories feature characters named 
Winifred and Rupert, but they’re not 
the same people; and Glenda Jackson 
and Christopher Gable appear in both 
films, but in different roles. 

Ken Russell directed and Billy 
Williams photographed both films, but 
in dissimilar narrative and visual styles. 
Both stories, adapted from D.H. 
Lawrence novels, feature exploitative 
mine owners and sadistic artists; but 
Russell, who was just beginning to test 
the screen’s threshold for out- 
Tageousness in Women in Love, has 

‘come full circle and become — dare I 
say — ordinary, if not downright dull? 

The Rainbow is your basic story of a 
girl at the turn of the century who falls 
in love with her gym teacher, graduates 
and becomes a teacher herself, then 
gets knocked up by a soldier. Ursula 
Brangwen is introduced at the age of 
three, chasing a sloppily matted rain- 
bow across her lawn. A dozen or so 
years later she’s singled out by the new 
‘‘athletics mistress’? at school, 
Winifred Inger (Amanda Donohoe), 
for extracurricular training. 

Soon they’re spending weekends 
together and the teacher introduces her 
pupil to Mac (Dudley Sutton), an artist 
who offers to paint her. When the 
modeling session turns into attempted 
sadomasochistic rape, Ursula rebels and 
Winifred realizes she wasn’t ready for 
the advanced course. ‘‘Desire, girls,’”’ 
she tells her class nonetheless, ‘‘is the 
source of all truth and good.”’ 

Ursula introduces Winifred to her 
Uncle Harry (David Hemmings). They 
find they’re quite comfortable with 
each other and invite Ursula to be chief 
bridesmaid at their wedding. Her 
schooling being over, Ursula takes a 
position as a schoolteacher despite her 


_father’s (Christopher Gable) in- 


sistence, ‘‘None of my daughters need 
go out to work.’’ She starts badly, 
abused by students and headmaster 
(Jim Carter) alike, until she’s finally 
moved to fight back. 

The episodic film takes another 
jump and Ursula’s flirtation with a 
soldier (Paul McGann) becomes 
serious. They’re on the verge of marry- 
ing and moving to India when she 
decides she’d rather remain free than 
follow the role model of her mother 
(Glenda Jackson), content to keep 
house and raise children. 

Sammi Davis, said to be the flavor of 
the month among young British ac- 
tresses, does a fair job as Ursula but 
doesn’t make her leap off the screen. 
Donohoe, who seduced Davis more in-

terestingly in The Lair of the White 
Worm, looks silly with badly bleached 
hair and is not as much fun conforming 
to Russell’s new, restrained manner. 

The Rainbow is more coherent, less 
dotted with deep philosophical discus- 
sions and blatant sexual symbolism 
than Women in Love, but it’s also far 
less intriguing than the other film. 
While I generally prefer to understand 
what’s going on in a movie, I’d rather 
be confused and interested than clear 
and bored. 





Well, everything’s relative; and he’s sub- 
dued — for him — in this picture. But to 
the staff of conservative Welton, par- 
ticularly headmaster Norman Lloyd, 
Keating looks like a wild man in the 
school he graduated from 15 years 
before (he calls it ‘‘Hell-ton’’), labeled 
“most likely to do anything’’ in the 
yearbook. 

“Carpe diem!”’ he tells the scions-of- 
bitches in his class. ‘‘Seizetheday!’’ He 
fires them up with an instant love of 
poetry, and they revive his old tradition 
of the Dead Poets Society, a midnight 
study group that meets around a camp- 
fire in a cave. 

Even a restrained Williams keeps us 
on edge about what he’s going to do 
next, but the most surprising thing is 
how little he does (albeit very well). 
Once he galvanizes the boys, he retreats 
into a supporting role and lets them 
carry the picture, which should be a 
springboard for several of their careers. 

The edge Williams provides is neces- 
sary, because otherwise there’s never a 
question of where the film is going. Neil 
(Robert Sean Leonard) will defy his - 
dictatorial father (Kurtwood Smith), 
Todd (Ethan Hawke) will overcome his 
shyness, Knox (Josh Charles) will score 
with the girl of his dreams over her 
fiance’s objections and Charlie (Gale 
Hansen) will go on to become a full- 
fledged beatnik. Keating will get in 
trouble with school authorities but win 
at least a Pyrrhic victory, and his exam- 
ple will inspire one of the boys to 
become an English teacher. 

Oh, and there has to be a death. 
That’s what just about does in this film, 
which changes in a flash from spirited 
and heartwarming to unbearably melo- 
dramatic, and never fully recovers. 
Tom Schulman’s script is merely ad- 
hering to the formula, so Weir’s direc- 
tion has to take the fall for this one. 

The atmosphere of Welton is time- 
less, but since the year is specified as 
1959, the New Age music in Maurice 
Jarre’s score is distracting. And when 
Neil decides to become an actor, why 
does he start out by playing Puck in A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream, a role that 
doesn’t suit him and he doesn’t play 
especially well, even though the script 
says he does? 

Despite its flaws, Dead Poets Society 
is recommended for a generally good 
reworking of an old plot, some 
breathtakingly beautiful photography 
(the overused gimmick of a flock of 
birds taking off works again — twice), 
and Williams — a joy even when he’s 
used sparingly. a 





Star Trek V: The Final Frontier, 
which doesn’t deserve a second 
thought: 

I was too busy dealing with questions 
like “How could they make this crap?” 
to ponder immediately the larger issues 
raised by the latest and least of the Star 
Trek films. Chauvinism isn’t dead by 
Stardate 8454.130. In the fashion of 
people today who claim God is Amer- 
ican and probably Republican, the 
futuristic crew never question Sybok’s 
(Laurence Luckinbill) assertion that 
God can be found in the center of the 
galaxy. 

Why our galaxy? Why not the center

of the universe (unless that goal is being 
saved for a future adventure)? Why 
would God choose this galaxy for a 
heavenly headquarters? Or is God like 
Santa Claus, with ‘‘helpers’’ assigned 
to every galaxy/mall and planet/de- 
partment store? 

If there is a God, wouldn’t the bud- 
get for Star Trek V have been appor- 
tioned among 20 independent film- 
makers, each of whom could have 
turned out a better film with his or her 
share? Compare the special effects in 
Chris Shaw’s Split, which probably 
cost less than one day’s catering budget 
on Star Trek V but put the effects of the 
bigger film to shame. a

What! Jame direction from 
flamboyant Ken Russell, who 
usually shocks with flair but no 
subtlety? There’s nary a sign 
of his flipping over the rainbow 
with D.H. Lawrence's turn-of- 
the-century novel as just-right- 
for-the-part Sammi Davis plays 
an independent spirit who 
longs to leave her family, her 
class and the prospect of mar- 
riage (small wonder, with

LOVE TRACTOR 


ENTURES AFIELD 





Despite its down-home reputation, Love Tractor isn't content with small success

READ SOMEWHERE once 
that two-thirds of the population 
of the United States of America 
lives within 500 miles of Chicago. 
I didn’t believe it till I learned that 

there are bands out there in the middle 
of the country who can make a living 
without ever venturing west of Texas. 

“Yeah, we do okay just playing 
weekend trips,’’ says Andrew Carter, 
drummer for Love Tractor, an Athens, 
Georgia-based outfit. ‘Memphis, New 
Orleans, maybe even Washing- 
ton... Birmingham, Tuscaloosa, 
Virginia — those places keep us pay- 
ing the bills.’’ 

Those places conjure up images of 
hot afternoons in kudzu-covered 
swamps and cotton fields, images that 
look like how Love Tractor’s music 
sounds — sometimes surreal and spacey, 
sometimes dug into a groovy groove, 
but always laid-back and usually silly, 
like the words to the songs were in- 
vented on the spot: ‘‘Small town — hi, 
how are you?”’ and the more recent “‘I 
want to live in a fantasy — starring you 
and me.”’ 

. Those words feel good and so does 
Love Tractor’s music — called 
“psychedelic porch-funk’’ by one 
Athens local. It’s a pleasure to think of 
Love Tractor as one of the decade’s few 
happy holdouts of independent suc- 


cess, just a-singin’ and a-playin’ out 
on a plantation somewhere, oblivious 
to time and trends passing by. (After 
all, this is a band that covers songs by 
Kraftwerk and the Gap Band in the 
same set, and makes them both sound 
like their own.) 

Unfortunately, the truth about Love 
Tractor is nothing like the pleasant fan- 


tasy the idea of them conjures up. In _ 


fact, the band’s just as eager to Make It 
as any of their hometown peers 
(R.E.M., Guadalcanal Diary, the 
B-52s), but your basic Bruce 
Springsteen-esque legal bind has kept 
them from releasing a record since ’86’s 
This Ain’t no Outer Space Ship. In 
fact, it took the members of Love Trac- 
tor so long to find out whether their 
previous contract with the now-defunct 
Big Time label was null and void that 
they were half-way through recording 
their latest album, Themes From Venus, 
when they got a letter saying that the 
record company had ‘“‘let them go.”’ 
“‘We were soooo lucky,’’ says 
Carter. ‘‘Some of the other bands on 
the label are still tied up with them. I 
don’t know why we’re not.” 
ARTER HAS come to town to- 
( day to do some rare interviews 
for the band’s upcoming tour, 
while its usual spokespeople, guitarists 
Mark Cline and Armistead Wellford, 
attend a family funeral — in true 
Southern gothic style, the two are 


cousins, and related to writer Flannery 
O’Connor to boot. 

But that particular connection, ro- 
mantic though it may be, has been of 
no use in the music industry. As Carter 
says, ‘“being based in Gerogia, there’s 
no one to create a buzz about us at 
cocktail parties in New York or L.A.”’ 

The result has been that the Tractor 
has been only regionally successful — 
and moderately so, at that. It hasn’t 
helped, Carter explains, that they’ve 
released only four albums in eight 
years, and those widely spaced. ‘‘We 
need to create some momentum, by 
putting out records more often, so our 
name’ll keep cropping up in magazines 
like Camper Van Beethoven or They 
Might Be Giants,”’ he says. 

The good news, however, is that 
after eight years, no one — certainly no 
one on the West Coast, anyway — is 
sick of Love Tractor yet. Even college 
radio disc jockeys, known for their 
mean-spirited propensity to turn on last 
year’s heroes if they so much as dare to 
put out a record with a budget — still 
like Love Tractor. 

“T know,’ Carter says ruefully. 
“Everyone seems to think we want 
things this way. The paper in Atlanta 
just reviewed our record and said, 
‘Love Tractor Content With Small Suc- 
cess’ and it’s just not true! We’ve made 
some mistakes — lots — but it’s not 
been due to lack of desire on our part 


that no one’s ever heard of us. 

“‘We’re not,’’ he adds emphatically, 
“an art band on purpose.”’ 

That may be true now, but it hasn’t 
always been so. When original mem- 
bers (and U of Georgia art students) 
Cline, Wellford and Richmond formed 
Love Tractor back in 1982, they 
played exclusively long-winded in- 
strumentals shot through with a funky 
beat, the Allman Brothers crossed with 
the Talking Heads, a fairly arty propo- 
sition. ‘‘I guess we were kind of naive 
then,’’ says Carter (who joined in 
1984), ‘‘We just thought people would 
like us if we sent them our tape.”’ 

People did. For one thing, there was 
nothing not to like about the debut LP 
Around The Bend and the next year’s 
Til The Cows Come Home EP, with 
its fluid, rural-tinged music. Those al- 
bums were released on DB records, the 
Atlanta-based indie that launched the 
careers of Fetchin Bones, Zeitgeist and 
10,000 Maniacs. 

In 1985, Love Tractor was signed to 
the Big Time, an RCA tributary, and 
the company gave the band a salary and 
a big budget to make its 1986 LP This 
Ain’t No Outer Space Ship. But Big 
Time went bankrupt and stranded a 
number of bands in the middle of its 
legal binds. Time passed, the decade’s 
nearly over, and people still haven’t 
heard of Love Tractor, even though 
they are still one of Athens’ best — and 


favorite — party bands. Laughs 
Carter, ‘‘RCA still is dangling the car- 
rot in front of our faces, though, saying 
‘yeah we like your three-year-old 
record, but we need to see some more 
shows.’ Then summer goes by, winter 
goes by, nothing happens. We realized 
we had to just continue to do it our- 
selves, despite the limitations. We went 
with DB just on a handshake, but at 
least some new material’s out now.” 

The new material gives them an ex- 
cuse to tour. And as Carter notes, 
another result of this passage of time is 
that audiences, curiously enough, get 
younger and younger. ‘‘Yeah, it’s 
always all different people now, so you 
have to design your set for the new- 
comers,”” he explains. ‘‘Maybe we 
should have spent the last six years on 
the road — but we’d have killed each 
other by now; burnt out much faster.’’ 

Love Tractor is hoping that its new 
record, Themes From Venus, will cap- 
ture the attention not just of a new 
generation of listeners, but of a record 
company capable, Carter says, “‘of let- 
ting us spew out records. We’d like to 
even just be able to put out singles — 
but there’s no longer any network to do 
that on.”” 

Venus is on DB again and is pro- 
duced by Mitch Easter. It has harder, 
rockier sound than Love Tractor’s 
more pastoral previous work. “‘Every- 
one here (in Athens) is just as sick of the 
jangly-guitar/Athens sound as the rest 
of the country! Besides,’’ he adds, ‘‘Ig- 
gy Pop’s /nstincts had just came out 
right when we were makin’ the record 
and we listened to it a lot.”’ 

In addition, previous Love Tractor 
records apparently haven’t really cap- 
tured the band’s live sound. ‘‘Outer 
Space was not meant to sound laid 
back,”’ Carter says. ‘‘All the reviews 
said; ‘gentle, soft and rolling,’ and it’s 
not like you can imagine flash-spots go- 
ing off during those songs — it came 
out lazy, but it wasn’t meant that way 
at all.”’ 

This one, he says, “‘is earthier than 
the last one. It’s sloppier, too — we 
didn’t want it to sound sterile. It has a 
bigger production sound, but even 
when it sounds real boring and slick to 
the college radio crowd, it would still 
sound weird to the mainstream. 

“Still,’’ he adds, ‘‘we’re in a lucky 
position on this album because it 
sounds slick and big but also unpredic- 
table and formulaic. It’d be great if 
every album could just have two or 
three pop songs that were fun but not 
embarrassing, and the rest could just be 
music for music’s sake.” 

But with the world the way it is, Love 
Tractor has all but abandoned its age- 
old hallmark, instrumentals — there’s 
only one on Themes. Carter thinks it 
doesn’t matter much either way. ‘‘I 
never listen to words in songs anyway 
— it’s so belaboring,”’ he shrugs. 
“Some things sound cool, but it’s more 
ideas and images than stories. We write 
alot of instrumentals, but for our liveli- 
hoods we have to write songs that are 
meant for words. And record com- 
panies still say, ‘no one can relate to 
your music because they don’t know 
when they’re supposed to throw their 
fists up in the air!’ ”” 

But of course, if you live out in the 
fields of the Old South and play music 
like Love Tractor’s, it’s unlikely you’d 
be able to write an anthem along the 
lines of Bon Jovi’s. Despite this 
drawback, Love Tractor plans on using 
their upcoming L.A. gigsto woo record 
companies to their cause. ‘‘Most of our 
live shows are as good as anyone’s,”’ 
sighs Carter, ‘“‘but A&R people only 
seem to see the stiff ones. If we were 
smart,”’ he adds, ‘‘We’d do ‘Disco In- 
ferno’ at all our L.A. shows.” a

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David Bowie gains a second wind with Tin Machine. 


Tin Machine (EM) 

The man who sold the world, and who 
has had a hard time selling anything at 
all worthwhile in the 1980s, sounds almost 
hunky dory on his newest album, which 
really isn’t his, you know, since this is a 
new band recording and not a Ziggy 
Stardust showcase. Nonetheless, the 
neatly bearded Bowie has gained a sec- 
ond wind with a stripped-down hard-rock 
band and 14 songs ranging from love 
and sex fantasies to angry diatribes 
against such civilized ailments as “‘Crack 
City," illiteracy, white supremacy and the 
violent, hypnotic TV cyclops. Bowie sings 
in all his best chameleon voices — turn- 
ing in a credibly shouted version of John 
Lennon’s ‘‘Working Class Hero” when 
that's one of the last roles ever expected 
of the thin white duke — and the rest of 
Tin Machine plays with hammering 
ferocity. Soupy Sales’ boys, Hunt and 
Tony, drive the beat on drums and bass, 
as they did for Runt-era Rundgren and 
Iggy Pop’s Lust for Life. Reeves Gabrels 
will attract a lot of attention for his gonzo 
guitar playing, piling on the feedback, 
squeezing out the fast, twisting runs and 
keeping the tracks filled with interesting 
electric contortions. His techniques 
sound borrowed but add interesting 
metallic dynamics. A few songs drag, a 
couple are lyrically strained or worse, 
but a surprising number hit the mark. Tin 
Machine may not hold up over time but 
Bowie earns credit for taking a stroll out 
to the edge — musically, emotionally 
and politically — and threatening to 
jump. He hasn't created this much sus- 
pense in along time. — Derk Richardson 


Terje Rypdal, The Singles 
Collection (ECM) 

The ultra-cool ECM label is not one on 
which you routinely imagine musicians 
having fun. Sure, producer Manfred 
Eicher’s parameters for reflective 
chamber jazz have been punctured 
before but never quite so convincingly or 
repeatedly by one of his longtime stable- 
mates. Norwegian guitarist Rypdal is still 
capable of polar meditations and chilly 
atmospherics but he now also wields his 
instrument like an ice pick, poking and 
slashing through the formerly frosty 
fabric. The Chasers — keyboardist Allan 
Dangerfield, bassist Bjorn Kjellemyr and 
drummer Audun Kleive — were sym- 
pathetic to his increasingly rebellious 
rock'n'roll instinct and able to handle his 
post-everything eclecticism. Tonal color, 
timbre and improvisational mobility are 
crucial here but even more so is the fluid 
blending of rock, pop and jazz elements 
that is often so precious and annoying in 
self-conscious post-modernists. Maybe 
there's a single on here somewhere that 
would turn Rypdal’s ironic title on its 
head (only one of the ten cuts runs over 
five minutes and half the tracks less than 
three) but mostly this is a fascinating col- 
lection of experiments in textures, tech- 
niques, energy, expression and beauty. 


Charlie Rouse, Epistrophy 
(Landmark) 

It was billed as Jazz in the City’s 
“Thelonious Monk Birthday Tribute’’ but 
the remarkable concert at Bimbo's last 
October turned out to be a final, eloquent 





document of Charlie Rouse's brilliance. 
The 11-year Monk associate died less 
than two months later, on November 30, 
1988. Joined by gifted pianists George 
Cables and Jessica Williams, nimble 
bassist Jeff Chambers and understated 
drummer Ralph Penland, with trumpeter 
Don Cherry and vibist Buddy Montgomery 
joining for the pair of long tracks on side 
two, the 64-year-old tenor saxophonist 
did not always sound robust but he 
always started firmly grounded in the 
melody and was able to fly gracefully 
away. No other reedman ever knew the 
departure points and ETA’s in Monk’s 
challenging music so well. ‘‘Nutty,”’ 
“Ruby, My Dear,” “Blue Monk” and 
“Round Midnight” were second nature 
to Rouse and, in a sweet symmetry, he 
ended his set with the closer he’d played 
so often with Monk, ‘‘Epistrophy."’ —D.R. 


Jackson Browne, World in Motion 
(Elektra) 

Ever since the reality doctor opened his 
eyes, the one-time Pretender, who made 
love with his dark glasses on, has taken 
all the right stances to make the move 
from wide-eyed innocent of La-La folk- 
rock to fair-haired boy of the “‘thirty- 
something” left. His band still sounds 
formulaic but Browne shifts gears nearly 
every other song by picking up such 
guests as Bonnie Raitt, David Lindley, 
Salif Keita, Sly and Robbie and Hugo 
Pedruza, and World in Motion is several 
degrees more satisfying musically than 
Lives in the Balance. The real problem is 
that while he parades his earnestness 
and wears his causes on his faded denim 
sleeve, Browne still hedges his bets. Just 
after he implicitly endorses the 
Sandinistas by singing Tomas Borge and 
Luis Enrique Mejia Godoy’s ‘‘My 
Personal Revenge,”’ he explicitly rejects 
socialism by covering Little Steven's “‘I 
Am a Patriot.’ He indeed sees the 
“World in Motion” and recognizes the 
heroes and villains but he sounds like 
he’s standing still outside the merry-go- 
round and hasn't figured out just where 
to jump on. —D.R. 


A Disney Spectacular (Telarc) 
Erich Kunzel and the Cincinnati Pops 
Orchestra have been filling the gap left 
when John Williams took over the Boston 
Pops and stopped trying to record every- 
thing in sight as his predecessor, Arthur 
Fiedler, had done. This album exploits 
the new vogue for songs from Walt 
Disney's classic films, television shows 
and theme parks, re-Disneyfying 46 of 
them in lush choral and orchestral treat- 
ments after many of them had been 
given a pleasant pop reading by Barbara 
Cook on The Disney Album (MCA) and 
frightening, not-for-children interpreta- 
tions on Hal Willner’s brilliant Stay 
Awake (A&M). There are such amiable 
rediscoveries as ‘'So This Is Love”’ from 
Cinderella in addition to the usual sus- 
pects, sung by three choruses, two 
soloists and a barbershop quartet. It may 
be a recording first when the chorus 
sneezes in unison in the Snow White 
overture. Liner notes are thorough in 
many respects, but don’t include sing- 
along lyrics which might have added an 
extra dimension to family enjoyment.

FUTURE FUSION 





John McLaughlin proves 
there is life after the Mahavishnu 


JOHN MCLAUGHLIN. At Yoshi's, 
Oakl. Wednesday, June 21st.

IKE MANY pioneering art- 

ists, John McLaughlin has 

always been his own hardest 

act to follow. For most of the 

past 15 years, the British- 
born guitarist has remained a musical 
giant overshadowed by his past master- 
works. From one personnel-juggling 
album to the next, and one perform- 
ance collaboration to another, 
McLaughlin has been facing up to the 
musical question, ‘‘After the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra and Shakti, 
what do you do next?’’ 

While his guitar-playing — both 
electric and acoustic — has remained 
staggering in any context, the veteran 
flash-meister has never come up with 
an answer so brilliant as to make most 
of us forget the question. Last week, 
however, in a rare five-night club en- 





gagement at Yoshi’s, in the exceptional 
company of percussionist Trilok Gurtu 
and bassist Kai Eckhardt, McLaughlin 
came mighty close. 

As Mahavishnu John McLaughlin, 
devotee of Sri Chinmoy and veteran of 
the pioneering Mile Davis Jn a Silent 
Way and Bitches Brew band at the 
dawn of the 1970s, McLaughlin turned 
the quest for inner peace into explosive 
jazz-rock fusion. His molten guitar 
tones burst frantically from the vol- 
canic cauldron stirred by such sidemen 
as drummer Billy Cobham, keyboard- 
ist Jan Hammer and violinist Jerry 
Goodman. If such records as The Inner 
Mounting Flame and Birds of Fire 
sound a tad time-bound now in overall 
sound, few fusion recordings since 
have generated as much mind-blowing 
power. In Shakti, with Indian violinist 
L. Shankar and tabla player Zakir 
Hussain, McLaughlin went acoustic 
and turned his music in an even more 
Eastern direction with equally riveting 
results. 

Although he didn’t completely swear 


off the electric ax, McLaughlin has 
wielded the acoustic version for much 
of his 1980s concert work, including his 
blitzing collaborations with Paco de 
Lucia, Larry Coryell and Al Di Meola. 
He has continually sought new contexts 
for his fantastic fretwork, teaming with 
a variety of international musicians, 
absorbing a wide range of ethnic in- 
fluences and even composing a guitar 
concerto. But most of his fans prob- 
ably still look back to the Mahavishnu 
and Shakti periods as the transcendent 
moments in McLaughlin’s career. 

At Yoshi’s, with somewhere between 
300 and 400 people packing into the in- 
timate room, McLaughlin proved that 
energy is not dependent upon elec- 
tronics, and inspirational musical con- 
tent does not hinge on explicit spiritual 
references. The real fusion in his music 
has always been the melting away of 
studied technique into the moment of 
pure expression. With Gurtu and 
Eckhardt, McLaughlin reached those 
moments more often than not during 
his 65-minute opening set last Thursday 
night. The chance to observe his techni- 
cal brilliance close up — his last Bay 
Area appearance was in the Berkeley 
Greek Theater — was reason enough for 
excitement, but the trio’s high level of 
musical empathy and spontaneous cre- 
ativity was the real source of pleasure. 

Even from ten feet away, 
McLaughlin’s fingers sometimes 
moved so fast through snapping riffs 
that they became a blur across his 
guitar’s nylon strings. Usually the 
blistering assaults were in tandem with 
dazzling percussive fireworks from 
Gurtu, who played from his knees or 
from a cat-like crouch behind an 
unusual, close-to-floor kit of drums, 
roto-toms, tablas, gourds, bells and 
shakers. Gurtu, also a member of the 
world-fusion band Oregon, not only 
tapped out a subtle panorama of 
rhythms with hands, sticks and brushes, 
he bashed out hard, hammering beats 
when McLaughlin worked himself into 
arock’n’roll lather. Eckhardt, seated in 


the middle and playing a double-necked - 


electric bass reminiscent of the guitar 
McLaughlin used in the past, shifted 
nimbly between ringing, euphonious 
tones on the fretless neck and sharp, 
funky riffs on the fretted one. He had 
the toughest task, keeping up with 
McLaughlin’s complex harmonic 
changes and regulating a pulse in the 
polyrhythmic turmoil. 

Thursday’s first show included a 
brilliant 11-minute version of ‘“‘Are You 
the One? Are You the One?” from 
Johnny McLaughlin — Electric Gui- 
tarist, on which McLaughlin strummed 
through power chords that would 
make Pete Townshend shudder. The 
tune also became a showcase for 
Gurtu’s percussive vocal scatting 
through a headset mike and Eckhardt’s 
vocal beatbox imitations. When 
McLaughlin joined in, asking “‘are you 
the one?” in all kinds of permutations, 
all three musicians grinned with 
delight. 

That kind of cutting up is not typically 
associated with McLaughlin’s work but 
it indicated the sense of fun at the foun- 
dation of the trio’s collaborations. On 


the next tune, after throwing himself in- , 


to an ecstatic state, with head tossed 
back and eyelids fluttering as his fingers 
snapped through flurries of notes, 
McLaughlin quoted the Bonanza 
theme as if to bring himself back to 
earth with a dose of humor. 
McLaughlin’s music has room for all 
that and more, including delicate 
ballad musings — although the buzz in 
the house PA was distracting when the 
trio settled into its quietest moments — 
and not quite straight-ahead jazz, as 
represented by the encore of Thelonious 
Monk’s “‘Rhythm-a-ning.’’ The secret, 
revealed more in this trio than in many 
of McLaughlin’s recent efforts, is the 
ability to transcend form and get to 
some more ineffable core of musical ex- 
pression. That’s when you can quit 
worrying about what comesnext.

Gus Heinze 


Gus Heinze’s photorealist land- 
scapes are little worlds unto 
themselves. For a fleeting 
moment, nature’s dynamism is 
slowed to a trickle as Heinze 
presents a poetic almanac ex- 
alting an enchantingly intimate 
side of nature — those subjects 
not usually noticed in the hustle 
and bustle of the work-a-day 
world: a blade of grass lazily 
growing from a crevice in a frac- 
tured rock, sunlight gently 
flickering across a shimmering 
pond, a virtually infinite variety 
of abstract patterns produced by 
the slightest disturbance in a 
body of water. Although the 
ambience is generally silent and 
serene, Heinze’s compositions 
are cubistic and jarringly 
asymmetric — a potent one-two 
punch to shatter any silence.
